BE GOVERKMENT APPROPRIATION AND 
ITS CONDITIONS ACCEPTED—WORK 
OF THE WOMEN MANAGERS DE- 
SCRIBED BY PRESIDENT PALMER— 
VISITORS IN GREAT NUMBER, 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18—Vice President Levi P. Mor- 
ton and party and ex-President Hayes and 
party arrived in Chicago this morning. Vice 
President Morton was accompanied by Mra. 
Redmond and Miss Morton, and his private sec- 
retary, H. N. Higginbotham, escorted the party 
to his home, where they will remain during the 
sojourn. Ex-President Hayes and Miss Fannie 
Hayes went to the Grand Pacific Hotel. 

Gov. Burleigh and party from Maine arrived 
onthe Grand Trunk this morning and were 
driven to the Victoria and Wellington Hotels. 
Many former residents of Maine were at the 
station. The Governor is accompanied by his 
staff, executive council, and others. 

Gov. John L. Routt of Colorado, with his 
staff, was among the day’s arrivals. He estab- 
lished headquarters at the Grand Pacific. Gov. 
Markham of California and his staff are also 
here. 

Gov. Tuttle of New-Hampshire, with his staff 
pf twenty-five, and Gov. Keynolds of Delaware, 
with a following of twenty-seven, arrived this 
evening. Secretary Rusk of the Department of 
Agriculture came this morning and _ planted 
himself at the Grand Pacific. From Philadel- 

hia came Mayor E. 8. Stuart, Director of Pub- 
Ec Works J. H. Windrum, Director of Publio 
Bafety A. M. Beitler, and a small swarm of 
Councilmen.

Peok of 
Wisconsin arrived during the afternoon. Gov. 
Russell and staff of Massachusetts are quar- 
tered at the Anditorium. It seemed as though 
everybody who entered the hotel wanted to see 
the “Boy Governor,” and since his arrival last 
night several pounds of cards have been for- 
warded to his rooms. Gov. Alien Weirof Wash- 
ington State is at the Grand Pacific. 

Mayor Washburne to-day issued a proclama- 
jon declaring Friday a municipal holiday in 
. of the dedication. All public offices are 
directed to be closed, and a request is made that 
all private business be suspended for the day. 
The first to respond were the railroads. No 
freight will be received or delivered in Chicago 
after the close of business to-morrow till after 
the celebration. 

A heavy drizzle, which at times expanded 
jnto a heavy downpour, made Chicago’s holiday 
attire look something the worse for wear to- 
day. Notwithstanding the discouragements of 
the rain andastrong north wind, the work of 
decorating went swiftly and steadily on. 

Fifty-seven Esquimaux, who come to exhibit 
at the World’s Fair, reached Chicago last night 
in a car sealed by the United States Customs 
officers at Boston. There was a freight car also 
containing twenty ee ge dogs, four pu 
pies, a number of sealskin kyaoks, a komatik, 
or sled; a sealekin tent, several barrels of seal 
oil and biubber, a lot of green skins to be made 
into garments, dried deer and seal meat, and a 
lot of walrus and fish bones to be manufact- 
ured into trinkets. 

The party comprises twelve families, men and 
women, boys and girls, and some babies. These 
Esquimaux come from the northern part of 
Labrador. They wear seal costumes, are short 
and muscular, and are intelligent looking. All 
are Christianized with the exception of two 
families from the extreme northern part of 
Labrador. 

The United States Marine Corps and the In- 
dian boys from the Carlisie School arrived this 
morning. They were sent direct to the exposi- 
tion grounds. 

Alexie Clermont, the old letter carrier, who 
left Depere, Wis, on Sept. 19, to walk to Chi- 
cago, arrived last night. He is on pst nord 
years of age. His health is good and he feels 
no evil effects from the long tramp. 

The Treasury Department yesterday informed 
the fair officials that all exhibits from foreign 
countries entered free of duty cannot be shown 
or exhibited at any other place than the fair 
grounds. If they are shown in any other place 
duty will be collected. 

At a meeting to-day of the World’s Fair Na- 
tional Commission a flery address was made by 
ex-Gov. Waller of Connecticut demanding that 
the military parade on Friday be held where 
people generally could see it in the heart of the 
city. 

Dommiacioner Woodside introduced a resolu- 
tion to that end, but Gen. Groner of the Com- 
mittee on Ceremonies opposed it as an imputa- 
tion upon Gen. Miles, who had been appointed 
by the committee to manage the parade. The 
whole matter was finally laid on the table. 

Hundiey of Alabama offered a resolution to 
rescind the order adopted at the last meeting 
that to-morrow be set aside as a day for argu- 
ment on the Sunday-closing question, inasmuch 
as the action of Congress in closing the gates of 
the fair had indicated the action of the commis- 
sion in the preparation of rules. 

Commissioner Harris wanted to know if the 
Chicago Directory had accepted’ the appropria- 
tion with the Sunday-closing condition. Mr. 
Handley said that the appropriation and the 
Bunday-closing condition had been accepted, 
and that part of the souvenir coins, in which 
form the appropriation had been made, were 
already sold. On vote of the commission the 
former action was rescinded, and there will be 
no further argument. 

The Board of Lady Managers met in Central 
Music Hall this morning, 104 delegates and al- 
ternates being present. Mrs. C. Bell of Florida 
opened the meeting with prayer, and the rules 
were then suspended in order that Mrs. Bed- 
ford-Fenwick, President of the British Royal 
Commission, could deliver an address upon the 
subject of training schools for nurses. § 
spoke entertainingly, and was given a vote of 
thanks. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of the board, 
then read her report. She declared that the 
work of the board was progressing satisfacto- 
rily im all respects, and paid a high compliment 
to the Committee on Legislation, which had rep- 
resented the interests of the board at Washing- 
ton. 

There was, the report declared, a decided opin- 
fon among certain members of Congress that 
the membership of the board was too large and 
that it cost too much to convene it. This was, 
however, the only criticism passed upon the 
board, and its work was in ail respects highly 
commended. 

The board had mot, Mrs. Palmer said, with 
great troubles and difficulties in its efforts to 
obtain the co-operation of committees of wo- 
men in foreign countries. In Algo Syria, 
and some other places their efforts had been en- 
tirely fruitiess.the only reply being that the 
women of those countries were not allowed to 
meddle with such afiairs and, even if allowed, 
had not sutticient knowledge to undertake the 
work with intelligence. 

The report suggested that thore was an im- 
mense field for missionary work in giving the 
women of the East an opportunity to show of 
what they were capable. With the exception of 
the countries named, and from whom no active 
assistance had ever really been expected, Den- 
mark was the only country which had not sig- 
nified with eagerness its intention to help along 
the exhibit of woman’s work. Steps were now 

en, however, which bid fair to secure 
the co-operation of the women of that country. 

It was announced that the board had invited 
propositions also for the publication of a news- 
paper to be sold on the grounds, the paper to be 
Pitted and printed by women, and devoted to 
their interests. It will bea special World’s Fair 
‘paper, having an article each day ona different 
vepartment of the exposition, taking up in turn 
each of the interests of women, and showin 
shem in their significance and strength an 
their relation to the general whole.

PROMINENT GUESTS START. 


THREE TRAINS FILLED WITH CABINET 
OFFICERS AND DIPLOMATS. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Three superbly- 
equipped trains moved out of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Station this morning conveying the 
highest officials of the executive branch of the 
Government, the members of the United States 
Supreme Court, and diplomats and representa- 
tives of foreign countries to Chicago to attend 
the dedicatory ceremonies of the Columbus Ex- 
position. 

The three trains left the station only afew 
minutes apart, the first section departing at 
10:55. The Cabinet train was the first to leave, 
in charge of Mr. Ewing of Chicago. Those on 
board were Secretary of State John W. Fos- 
ter, Mrs. Foster and servant, Attorney Gen- 


eral Miller, Secretary Tracy, Mrs. Wilmerding 
and Miss Wilmerding Postmaster General 
Wanamaker, Assistant Secretary Soley, Lieut. 
Southerland, Lieut. Commander Cowles, Sec- 
retary Noble and wife, Miss Halstead, Miss 
Elkins, Lieut. De Pray of the army, E. M. Daw- 
son, Chief Clerk of the Interior Department; 
Mr. A. T. Ewing, and L. A. Finney. 

‘Postmaster General Wanamaker occupied the 
superb compartment oar Ideal, alone. He had 
intended taking a party with him 4s his guests, 
but the plan miscarried. The train was com- 
posed of the compartment car Raleigh, the 
dining car Continental, the compartment car 
Ideal, the drawing-room car Dante, and the 
observation car Lybaras. 

The Supreme Court was luxuriously provided 
for, there being only fifteen persons on the oars, 
exclusive of the train attachés, who far out- 
numbered the Justices and their families on the 
train. Four oars were at their disposal, which 
allowed about four persons to a car, and for 
these there were thirty sections and four draw- 
ingrooms. Those who were on the train were 
Chief Justice Fuller and Mrs. Fuller, Justice 
Harlan, Justice Gray and Mra, Gray, Justice 
Biatchford, Justice Brewer and Mrs. Brewer, 
Justice Brown, Justice Shiras, Marshal J. M.

The diplomatic train followed five minutes 
behind, and was made up of the finest cara that 
possibly ever rolled out of a station. They 
were the composite car Anthony, the dining car 
Magdalene, the sle@pers Schiller, Bulwer, and 
Narcissus, the composite car Superb, and the 
observation oar Alroy.

The Alva Collision Suit. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The United States Su- 
preme Court was to-day asked by counsel for 
Henry Morrison, Captain of Vanderbilt’s yacht 
Alva at the time it was sunk, for leave to file a 
petition for a writ of prohibition to prevent 
Judge Nelson of Maseachusetts from proceed- 
ing upon the libel filed against Mr. Vanderbilt 
by the owners of the steamship H. F. Dimock. 

The court was also asked for leave to filea 

etition for a writ of mandamus requiring 
Sones Addison Brown of New-York to reinstate 
suit brought by Morrison against the steamship 
Dimock, William K. Vanderbilt and other per- 
sons claiming damages by reason of the col- 
lision. 

Boston, Oct. 18.—It is estimated that the re- 
pairs to the steamer Whitney, damaged in col- 
lisiop with the steamer Ottoman, will cost from 
$40,000 to $50,000. The vessel will be in the 
dry dock about seven weeks. 





News Notes from Mexico. 

City oF MExIco, Oct. 18.—The United States 
war ships San Francisco, Charleston, and Balti- 
more arrived at Mazatlan on Sunday.

TO ARBITRATE ATCARMAUX 


"DISCUSSION OF THE UNIQUE 
STRIKE IN THE CHAMBER. 


A LABOR TROUBLE THAT HAS AROUSED 
A POLITICAL QUARREL IN FRANCE 
—THE PRIME MINISTRR AND MINIS- 
TER OF PUBLIC WORKS NAMED 
AS ARBITRATORS. 


Paris, Oct. 18.—The Chamber of Deputies 
opened to-day after the recess. Nearly all the 
members were present, as it was expected that 
an attempt would be made to overthrow the 
Government on the question of the labor 
troubles at Carmaux. Allthe members of the 
Ministry were present. The public galleries 
were crowded. 

After the usual formalities of opening the 
Chamber had been gone through, with M. Dupuy 
du Temps, Sovialist, submitted an interpella- 
tion regarding the position of the situation at 
Carmaux. 

Replying to the interpellation, Premier Lou- 
bet said that the Government had employed 
every means in its power to procure a set%le- 
ment of the troubles at Carmaux, and at the 
same time had been obliged to conciliate the 
miners in order to prevent them from flooding 
the mines with water, thereby causing a great 
loss to the Carmaux Mining Company and ren- 
dering their own position much worse. The 
withdrawal of the company’s rights as de- 
manded by certain members of the Chamber of 
Deputies would, M. Loubet declared, entail a 
long delay. 

The Premier expressed regret that the Arbi- 
tration bill which he introduced in the Cham- 
ber a year ago hai not been passed. He said 
that it would have easily settled the aifficulty 
at Carmaux, and he again requested the Cham- 
ber to exBodite the bill

M. Loubet, in reply, said that the Ministers 
had done their duty, and that if their conduct 
was still attacked they were ready to defend it. 
LAppiones.) 2 

Milleraud blamed the mining company for 
the troubles, reproached the Government for 
its weakness, and demanded that the mines be 
placed under State control. [Radical cheers. } 

While Baron Reille was expisining that M. Cal- 
vignac was dismissed solely on account or his 
neglect of his duties, he was interrupted by 
some one shouting: ‘‘Agree te arbitration!” 
Baron Reille replied: “Ido agree. The dispute 
was never conceived in a political spirit.” 

A protracted debate on the interpellation fol- 
lowed, which was finally brought to an end by 
Baron Reille, Chairman of the Carmaux Mining 
Company, declaring that the company was 
willing to arbitrate the questions at issue be- 
tween itself and the miners. 

The Chamber appointed M. Loubet, the Prime 
Minister, and M. Viette, Minister of Public 
Works, as arbitrators. M. Baudin agreed to act 
as arbitrator for the miners. 

Viette, Minister of Public Works, promised 
to use his utmost infiuence to induce the min- 
ing company to resume work. He said he knew 
of no law which would empower the State to 
undertake the administration of the mines. 

The Chamber agreed to urgency for a motion 
to amend the mining laws. 

Baron Reille has called a meeting of the Di- 
rectors of the Carmaux Mining Company for to- 
morrow to consider the question of arbitration. 
If they refuse to arbitration he will resign the 
Chairmanship of the Board of Directors. 

M. Baudin has started for Carmaux to consult 
with the miners. 

The etriking miners at Carmaux demand the 
reinstatement of M. Calvignav, the Mayor of 
the town, who was discharged by the company 
after his election because he neglected to per- 
form his duties as a miner; a definite arrange- 
ment as to the days and hours during which 
the Mayor will be free to attend to the duties 
of his office, and the re-employment of all the 
men who have taken part inthe strike, which 
ep brought about by the discharge of M. Cal- 
vignac. 


CARMAUX, Oct. 18.—While the Chamber of 
Deputies was discussing the Carmaux troubles 


an excited meeting of miners was in session 
here. Telegrams reporting the debate in the 
Chamber were read tothe miners at frequent 
intervals. Before the decision of the Chamber 
in favor of arbitration became known the 
miners adjourned, after adopting a resolution 
to continne the strike and to await the issue of 
the debate before taking further action.

TRICKED A DIAMOND DEALER.

THIS “COUPLE’S PROFITS WERE UP IN 
THE THOUSANDS. 


Detectives Heidleberg and Jacobs of the Cen- 
tral Office arrested two expert diamonfi thieves 
late Monday night. The prisoners are Mrs. 
Minnie Gomez, aged forty-five years, and her 
husband, José Gomez, a Brazilian. The woman 
claims to be related by a former marriage to the 
Stuyvesant family of this city. The victim of 
their robberies is Adalia Kaufman, a diamond 
broker, of 25 John Street, and the amount 
stolen is valued at $10,000. About $7,000 
worth of the jewels have been found in pawn 
shops, and it is likely that the remainder will be 
produced by the woman. 

The scheme which the pair worked was very 
shrewd, and completely fooled Kaufman. 


About seven months ago Mrs. Gomez purchased 
$700 worth of diamonds from Kaufman, for 
which she paid cash. She came with an intro- 
duction from another jeweler. She sald she was 
& relative of the Stuyvesant family, and told 
fairy stories about her sooial position. Subse- 
quently she introduced her husband to the dia- 
mond merchant. She said he was a Spanish 
nobleman. Both Mr. and Mrs. Gomez are hand- 
some and distinguished in appearance. On 
another occasion Mrs. Kaufman purchased $400 
worth of jewels, paying cash as before. 

By this time the victim had fallen into the 
deftly-laid trap. He proposed to Mrs. Gomez 
thatshe could make afortune by selling dia- 
monds ou commission to her friends of the Four 
Hundred. After much apparent hesitation Mrs. 
Gomez consented to become Kaufman’s agent 
on a 6 per cent. commission Dasis. After 
that it was easy enough for the swindlers to get 
the valuable goods into their hands. Large 
quantities of diamonds were put into her 

ossession. Occasionally she reported asale, 

ut never failed at those times to take more 
goods than the sales amountedto. Finally she 
had $10,000 worth of goods in her hands. The 
broker became anxious and requested her to re- 
turn a large partof them. he pair then dis-

aufman reported the oase to Chief In- 
spector Steers, and the two detectives wore de- 
tailed to find the thieves.

MAYORS GRANT AND WASHBURNE 
EXCHANGE GREETINGS BY WIRE. 


FORMAL OPENING OF THE LONG-DIS- 
TANCE LINE RECENTLY COMPLETED 
TO THE WINDY CITY—IT WORKED 
AS WELL AS A LOCAL crRCUIT— 
THERE WAS NO “ CENTRAL.” 


The Mayor of Chicago said to the Mayor of 
New-York: “Hello! The City of Chicago 
greets——”’ 


“‘ A little louder, please,” said the Mayor of 
New-York. 

“ All right; how’s this?’”’ asked the Mayor of 
Chicago. 


“Very good,” said the Mayor of New-York. 
“Go ahead. Hello! Go ahead.” 

‘‘The City of Chicago,” resumed its Mayor, 
“ greets the City of New-York.” 

“The City of New-York,” said its Mayor, “re- 
turns the compliment, and sends greeting to 
Chicago, wishing her all success in her forth- 
coming celebration. The City of New-York also 
congratulates Chicago on the completion of this 
telephone line, which, I am informed, is twice 
the distance of any other line in operation.”’ 

“Oh,” whispered a young lady who stood near 
the Mayor of New-York watching him inter- 
estedly, *‘ why doesn’t he speak louder? I don’t 
see how they can hear him in Chicago. I can’t 
hear him here.”’ 

“The City of Chicago,” its Mayor was saying, 
“reiterates its greeting, and congratulates the 
Mayor of New-York and the people of the coun- 
try on an American invention which supple- 
ments the telegraph and enables people with a 
thousand miles between them to communicate 
orally.” 

It was in this way that the long-distance tele- 
phone lines between Chicago and New-York 
were formally opened yesterday afternoon. 
Mayors Washburne and Grant greeted each 
other over a metallic cireult about 1,000 miles 
long, and in this city in a large room in the 
Telephone Building, 18 Cortlandt Street, the 
officers of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company and about 150 invited guests 
heard the Eastern end of the conversation and 


were much gratified. Presumably the same 
state of affairs prevailed in a large room in 
Chicago. 

By the electricians present the event was re- 
garded as relatively important with the comple- 
tion of the first Atlantic cable. The long line 
worked well. Voices in Chicago could be heard 
quite as distinctly as voices are heard over local 
lines. And on this occasion * Central” was 
absent. Neither Mayor Washburne nor Mayor 
Grant was once interrupted by the plaintive 
query, ‘‘ Are you through?!’’ 

The line to Chicago was but recently com- 
pleted. Ever since its completion experts with 
trained voices, and who bave mastered the diffi- 
culties of telephonic enunciation, have been 
testing it with a view to its formal opening 
yesterday, and to doing a remunerative busi- 
ness Over it from this time on. They were test- 
ing it very industriously yesterday just before 
Mayor Grant arrived. The New-York expert 
was not only testing, buthe was gathering in- 
formation. 

« How are you talking?” he asked. 

“A little above the ordinary tone,” answered 
Chicago, *‘ but not much.” 

** How are they getting on with the decora- 
tions there !’’ asked New-York. 

“Oh. very well,” replied Chicago. ‘“ The 
buildings are very pretty. They are so dark 
that the colors show up well. They are erect- 
ing stands around the buildings.” 

* What will be their capacity?” 

** Yes,’ answered Chicago. 

But whether this answer was merely non- 
committal or whether Chicago did not under- 
stand the question was not apparent. 

Mayor Grant reached the building at 4 o’olook, 
and President John E. Hudson of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company announced 
that a cornetist in another room in the build- 
ing would play ‘‘ America,” thata cornetist in 
Chicago woulc respond with “America,” and 
that forty of the guests in the room would hear 
the music through forty receiving instruments 
that were scattered about. This was accom- 
plished satisfactorily and President Hudson 
presented Mayor Grant and he and Mayor 
Washburne exchanged compliments. Clearly 
both had had experience at the telephone, for 
after they had gauged their voices they got 
along comfortably. The remarks of the Mayor 
of Chicago were repeated after Mayor Grant 
left the telepbone for the benetit of the forty 
listeners who had been cut off while the Mayors 
were talking. Mayor Grant sat at a small table 
and talked through an ordinary long-distance 
transmitter and heard through the regulation 
receiver, which he took from a hook at the left 
of the table. 

Prof. Alexander Graham Bell was among 
those present. When the Mayors bad finished, 
Prof. Bell was informed that William H. Hub- 
bard of Chicago desired to speak to him. Mr. 
Hubbard assisted Mr. Bel! in his first public 
exhibition of the telephone at the Philadelphia 
Centennial in 1876, at which the Emperor of 
Brazil and Sir William Thompson, the great 
English electrician, were present. Prof. Bell 
went to the telephone. He talked as clearly as 
the best telephone girl at ‘* Central.” 

*“*How are you, Mr. Hubbard?” hesaid. “ We 
haven’t telephoned before since 1876. How 
am you all at home! Please extend to the 
officers of the company there my congratula- 
tious on the successful completion of this great 
enterprise,” to which Mr. Hubbard made an 
appropriate reply. 

This completed the ceremonies, and the guests 
went to the reception room to partake of a hand- 
s0me collation. 

Mr. Charles I’. Cutler, President of the Metro- 
politan Telephone Company, was one of the 
inany well-known gentlemen of prominence in 
telephone circles present. He was much inter- 
ested in the exhibition, and he willingly ex- 
piained to his laymen friends the»methods of 
operation of telephones, and showed them the 
monster switchboard in the operating room of 
the building, the cables, and the other instru- 
ments that go to make up a perfect telephone 
headquarters. Others who were there were 
Edward J. Hall, Jr., Vice President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company; Melville Egleston, its 
Secretary, and William R. Driver, its 
Treasurer; Emigration Commissioner E. L. 
Ridgway; Col. E. L. Parker, General Manager 
of the Metropolitan Telephone Company; Sec- 
retary Raiph W. Pope, George M, Phelps, 
and IT. OC. Martin of the Society of Electrical 
Engineers; Schuyler 8. Wheeler, electrical ex- 
pert of the Board of Control; A. C. White, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Providence Telephone 
Company, and Commissioner Walton Storm. 

A big map, stretched avross the wall of the 
exhibition room, showed that the line over 
which the greetings were exchanged runs from 
this city to Easton, Penn.; to Harrisburg, 
Penn.; to Altoona, Penn.; to Pittsburg, Penn; 
to Youngstown, Ohio; to Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio; 
to Maumee, Ohio; to South Bend, Ind., and to 
Chicago. It has been in process of construction 
three months, and is made up of 50,000 
large and heavy poles, on which are strung 
two lines of No. 8 copper wire. There 
are about fifty poles to the mile, while the ordi- 
nary telegraph construction is about thirty-five 
light poles to the mile. The wire used for city 
telephones is usuaily No. 12 copper. By the 
adoption of the much heavier wire and the con- 
sequent acquirement of greater conductivity 
the circuit between here and Chicago is oper- 
ated by three cells of battery, which is all that 
is required for ordinary local circuits.

GRAIN INSPECTION, 


CANADIANS DO NOT FAVOR THE PROD- 
UCE EXCHANGE SCHEME, 


MONTREAL, Oct. 18.—A special meeting of the 
Corn Exchange was held to-day for the purpose 
of considering the proposed United States in- 
spection of Canadian grain exported via New- 
York. The following resolution was passed: 

“The board views with alarm the efforts now be- 
ing made by the United states trunk lines centring 
in New-York, and the Produce Exchange of that 
city, to place under the control of the Produce Ex. 
change of New-York the inspection of all Canadian 
grain billed for = via that port. 

‘*This board, believing that such acourse would be 
@® great injury to the grain trade of Canada, in- 
structs the representatives of this association ap- 

olnted to confer with other delegates in New- 
fork to strongly oppose the inspection by 
the New-York Produce Exchange of Canadian 
os for export, and would recommend that the 

elegates of the association advocate the inspection 
of Canadian grain for export via the United States 
ports prior to its crossing the frontier into American 
territory, 

Both Canada’s great railroads were repre- 
sented at the meeting. Mr. Olds, Traffic Man- 
ager of the Canadian Pacific Railway, said that 
last year there was great difficulty in trans- 
porting grain from Manitoba points to New- 
York. Some of the lots were actually three 
months on the passage. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway favors Boston, 
in which city it has provided accommodation 
for 120 cars of grain. 

Mr. McBean objected to the grain being in- 
spected in New-York, and said it was what the 
board had been fighting against for the past 
eighteen or twenty years. There was a time 
when the United States would not recognize 
Canadian inspection, butit was now beginning 
to recognize it. 

He thought the railways were in a better posi- 
tion to handle the grain than last year, and 
could not see why there should be a change. 

Mr. Carruthers pointed out that the Canadian 
inspection was not of the highest order, and he 
thought there was a much better inspection in 
New-York. A New-York certificate of inspoec- 
tion was as good as anyon the continent, and 
such a certificate would help the Canadian 
shippers. 

After a long discussion A. G. McBean and Mo- 
Fee were appointed delegates to accompany 
Mr. Peddie to New-York and attend the confer- 
ence of railway associations, where the matter 
will be acted on.

EGANS SNUB OF BLAINE. 
SE 
THE MINISTER’S EXPLANATION LOOKED 
UPON AS VERY LAME. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—It is considered here 
that Mr. Blaine’s friends have good reason to 
be dissatisfied with the ‘‘explanation”’ of Mr. 
Patrick Egan,that he did not intend to adminis- 
ter asnub to Mr. Blaine by failing to mention 
Blaine’s name in connection with the Chilean 
affair in his recent speech at Whitelaw Reid’s 
Westchester palace. Mr. Egan’s assertion that 
he spoke without preparation, thus leaving the 
public to infer that he would have praised 
Blaine if he had not been “taken unawares,”’ 
is regarded as a good joke by office holders who 
now hold a grudge against the ex-Secretary of 
State because of his refusal to take the stump 
for Harrison. 

Viewed in the light of sober fact, Mr. Egan’s 
apology does appearrather lame. It must not 
be forgotten that, a week before he had the good 
fortune to stretch his legs beneath Mr. Reid’s 
mahogany, in company with Mr. Blaine, he had 
accorded to the President, in numerous inter- 
views, all the credit for bringing the obstreper- 
ous Chileans to terms. Not once did he men- 
tion Blaine; in fact, he seemed to take especial 
pains to have the public understand that Har- 
rison alone was responsible for the oat- 
come of the Chilean affair. When he was 
called upon to speak at Reid’s place, Mr. Blaine 
had just paid him a handsome compliment. 
It stands to reason that Egan, who is not a 
bashful schoolboy, might have said a good word 
for Blaine in his “impromptu” speech, if it 
were not his studied plan to avoid connecting 
his name in any way with Chilean matters. 

The announcement that Blaine’s friends re- 
gard Egan’s apology as ‘“‘lame” is generally 
believed in Washington.

STEAL A STATE, 


AN ATTEMPT TO SECURE WEST VIRGINIA 
FOR HARRISON EXPOSED. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—An important confer- 
ence occurred to-day over West Virginia affairs, 
at which United States Senator Kenna of that 
State, Chairman Chilton of the Democratic State 
Committee, Mr. McCorkle, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor, and United States Senator 
Arthur P. Gorman were present. 

The Democratic State Committee has lately 
come into the possession of some facts regard- 
ing the attempt to buy up the State and turn 
her Electoral vote over to Harrison, which im- 
plicate several prominent officials here in Wash- 
ington, and to-day’s conference was for the 
purpose of deciding upon a conrse of action. 

The men who are in the scheme will certainly 
bo prosecuted, and it is understood that the evi- 
dence in the case is direct and positive.

Tammany Hall placed its local ticket in the 
fleld last night at the biggest local conventioa 
ever held in the Fourteenth Street Wigwam, in 
circumstances that warranted the great enthu- 
slasm displayed. 

The organization appeared in its most perfect 
shape, illustrating very clearly the hard work 
that has been done on it during the past four 
years by Richard Croker and the other leaders. 
The great hali of the wigwam was never 
so uncomfortably crowded. A band played 
merry airs in one corner and kept the audience 
patient while awaiting the coming of the thirty 
district leaders who had been in conference 
down stairs in their meeting room for some 
time. 

The Committee of Thirty, which, of course, 
prepared the ticket that was nominated, hac 
been twice in session before the convention, 
The nomination of Thomas F. Gilroy for 
Mayor had been finally decided upon at 
the afternoon session, He is said 
to have absolutely declined to take the nomi: 
nation as late as 5 o’clock in the afternoon, but 
he finally agreed to stand. 

There was one man in one of the side galieries 
last night who wanted to have things his owr 
way. He tried to make a speech from his perch 
before the proceedings began, but the band 
drowned him out. 

At 8:20 o’clock the leaders and some of the 
conspicuous office holders appeared on the 
platform from the rear door, and a roar of wel- 
come greeted them. When Richard Croker ap- 
peared and made his way downto a seat upon 
the crowded floor there was a tremendous 
cheer. When Police Commissioner James J. 


Martin put in an appearance and called 
the convention to order, @& bit of 
work almost invariably performed by 
Commissioner of Public Works Thomas F. Gil- 
roy, it was evident to the knowing ones that 
Mr. Gilroy was the coming nominee for Mayor. 

Mr. Martin lost no time. He promptly nomi- 
nated Nelson Smith for temporary Chairman 
and John B. MeGoldrick and John F. Carroll 
for temporary Secretaries. The convention 
just as promptly elected them. 

Mr. Smith made a brief address, and when he 
said that he was certain that the ticket to be 
nominated would aid materially in the elec 
tion of Grover Cleveland to the Prest 
dency, there was a shout of applause that 
indicated clearly that the temper of that big 
convention was heartily and solidly with Cleve- 
land and Stevenson. Mr. Smith’s reference to 
Mayor Grant’s administration also brought out 
big applause. 

The usual resolutions to facilitate the busi- 
ness of the convention were then made in their 
order by the leaders, and. following the lines 
laid down by them, the roll was called simply 
by calling the names of the Chairmenof the 
various delegations, who handed up the 
credentials. The appointment of Committees 
on Permanent Organization and Resolutions 
came next. When this business was completed 
an adjournment of tifteen minutes was taken to 
give the committees a chance to meet and put 
the formal touches upon the business intrusted 
to them. 

The Committees on Resolutions was the ‘first 
to return to the hall, but the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization gave the band more 
time to play and the audience to 
ret impatient. Chairman Smith said that 
Ss had sent word to the Committee 
on Permanent Organization to hurry up, and 
this had the effect of making the audience call 
tora speech from Col. John R. Fellows, who 
did not respond, because he had to make a 
nominating speech later. 

Finally the committee appeared and Commis- 
sioner Sheehy of the Department of Charities 
and Correction handed up the report which 
made the temporary officers the permanent 
ones, and appointed one Vice President and one 
honorary Secretary for each of the thirty elec- 
tion districts. 

Congressman W. Bourke Cockran then handed 
up the report of [the Committee on Resolutions. 
John B. McGoldrick read them, and they were 
loudly applauded and adopted. The sections 
that refer to the national elections came in for 
a special share of applause. The resolutions 
follow: 

The Democracy of the City and County of New.

He should be a man of 
record, of: strong personal merit, 
and a oman interested in the progress 
of the city and its best development. 
When, after s well-phrased speech, he 
named Thomas F. Gilroy as the man who met all 
the requirements, there was no mistaking how 
the convention felt toward Mr. Gilroy. The del- 
egates thundered out their approval. His name 
was splendidly received. 

As soon as he could be heard, Senator Jacob 
A. Cantor made the speech in seconding Mr. 
Gilroy’s nomination. He paid high compliments 
to Mayor Grant and his administration, and 
pointed to the record Mr. Gilroy had made as 
Commissioser of Public Works. 

The man in the gallery tried to make himself 
heard as soon as Mr. Cantor had finished. Some 
one got him b«ok into his chair before he could 
make bis speech. He wanted to insist on 
nominating Mayor Grant for another term. 

Mr. Gilroy’s nomination was made by accla- 
mation. The man in the gallery voted “ No,” 
but Chairman Smith said that he did not mean 
it and declared the vote unanimous. 

Gen. Daniel E. Sickles then took the platform 
to place George B. McClellan in nomination 
for President of the Board of Alder- 
men. He was well received at first, 
but his remarks were listened to with 
increased cordiality after he had made a Little 
explanation about his attitude toward the Na- 
tional Committee. He prefaced his speech 
nominating Mr. MeClellan as follows: 

“Tam giad, as a Democrat, to have an oppor- 
tunity to correct here to-night a statement 
which has been circulated recently in regard to 
my action at the Chicago Convention. I wish 
to say right here, with my right hand uplifted, 
that I heartily subscribe to and afiirm 
every word and every sentence in the resolu- 
tions you have adopted to-night indors- 
ing the platform and nominees of the 
Chicago Convention. Any other represen- 
tation or statement of wy sentiments 
is as much a caricature of my true thoughts and 
purposes as are the picturesof me so kindly 
distributed around among the elevated railroad 
stations. 

“It is true, fellow-Democrats, that at Chicago 
I united with the delegation from New-York 
in presenting auother name, but I have 
mo reason to regret or recall my aoc 
tion now, but when at the Chicago Convention, 
the delegates had decided upon another 
candidate I indorsed that nomination 
and platform, and I indorse them both 
again to-night and, witb all the 
members of this great organization, I unite in 
pledging my faithful, earaest, and unflagging 
support of the nominees of the Chicago conven- 
tion.”’ 

After this he proceeded to nominate Mr. Mc- 
Clellan in @ speech in which he spoke of the 
splendid record of his father, Gen. McClellan, 
and of the careful and efficient manner in which 
Col. MeCiellan had performed all the duties 
intrusted to him since coming into public life in 
this city. 

The mention of Col. McClellan’s name awoke 
greatenthusiasm. He is a very popular man in 
and out of the organization. 

John H. V. Arnold, the present President of 
the Board of Aldermen, made the speech in sec- 
onding Mr. MeClellan’s nomination, which was 
unanimously and enthusiastically made. 

Congressman Bourke Cockran placed Henry 
VD. Purroy in nomination for County Clerk. He 
paid Mr. Gilroy high compliments, and said that 
the other nominations were to be made on the 
same lines—the placing of experienced, tried, and 
trusted men in ottice. He gave the present Ad- 
ministration a splendid indoreement. He laid 
partioular stress upon the manner in which 
the Columbus Celebration crowds were 
handled by the police. He pointed out 
that the fire inaurance rates were low 
in this city, and this led the way to praise of 
President Furroy of the Fire Department, 
whom he placed in nomination for County 
Clerk. Assistant District Attorney Lartow 5. 
Weeks made the seconding speech. The nomi- 
nation was made unanimously. 

For Register, William Sulzer placed in nomi- 
nation Coroner Ferdinand Levy. Mr. Suizer's 
nominating speech was short, but eulogistic. 
The nomination was seconded by Deputy As- 
sistant District Attorney Thomas J. Bradley. 
The nomination was unanimously made by ac- 
clamation. 

Judge Leonard A. Giegerich of the Court of 
Common Pieas was nominated for a re-election 
by Judge Newburger. Judge Charles M. Clancy 
seconded the nomination, which was accepted 
by the delegates by acclamation. 

City sudge Kufus B. Cowing of the Court of 
General Sessions received a high encomium from 
Fenator George F. Roesch, whosaid that, although 
he was not of their political faith, yet the recti- 
tude and ability of Judge Cowing ae displayed 
in fourteen years’ service upon the bench in 
that capacity made it a matter of simple 
justice and reward of werit to place him 
in nomination. Civil Justice Henry M. 
Goldfogie spoke in the same strain in seconding 
the nomination, and the committee renomi- 
nated Judge Cowing by acclamation. 

The newly-created olfice of Additional 8urro- 
gate was the last one to be attended to. Col. 
John R. Fellows, whe was received with 
great applause, urged that for a position 
of suc great responsibility no bet- 
ter candidate could be found than Frank 
T. Fitzgerald, at present Register. To second 
the vomination Elliot Sandford stepped upon 
the piatiorm. Chairman Nelson Smith, aiter 
greeting him, turned to the audience and said: 

“ Gentlemen, I take pleasure in presenting to 
you Elliott F. Shepard.” 

Instantly the whole convention burst into 
roars of laughter and derisive cheers. Mr. 
Smith, immediately recognizing his mistake, 
said he would make a most humble apology for 
such a biunder. 

“ The Lord deliver us from being introdueed 
by Nelson Smith,” began Mr. Sandford amid 
considerable merriment. 

Yhen he ably seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Fitzgerald as additional Surrogate. 

The only other business transacted by the con- 
Vention was the appointment of two separate 
committees, consisting of one person from each 
district, ope to notify the nominees of their 
nominations, and the other to arrange for amass 
ratification meeting. 

he Executive Committee was empowered to 
till any and ali vacancies in the nominations, 
anda a vote of thanks was extended to the even- 
ing’s presiding olficers, after whiob, at 11:33, 
the convention adjourned. 

SKETCHES OF THE CANDIDATES. 

Thomas F. Gilroy, the candidate for Mayor, is 
now the Commissioner of Public Works, and is 
a man of vast political importance In this oity, 
for the reason that be is one of the 
“Big Four” of Tammany Hall. He was 
born in Ireland in 1840, and when six 
years old was brought by his mother—his father 
having died—to this country. His was a public- 
achool education. He was graduated from the 
old High School and apprenticed to the 
late E. ©. Jenkins, the job printer, 
with whom he _ served five years. Pol- 
itics attracted him, as it does many Irish- 


Amerieans, at an early age, and in 1864 his 
services to his party won for him a elerkship in 
the Croton Aqueduct Board, which position he 
held for three years. His wife was Misa Sheri- 
dan of Philadeiphia—a distant reiative of Gen. 
Sheridan—where in 1864 they were married by 
Viear General Starr. 

Mr. Gilroy became a clerk in the office of 
County Cierk Charies E. Loew, which place he 
held until 1874. Civil Justice John Flanagan 
was then assigned to the Tenth Civil District 
Court in Mott Haven, He obtained the services of 
Mr. Gilroy, who remained with him for two 
years until the district, which was a new one, 
was in perfect runuing order. Then Mr. Gilroy 
was appointed Clerk of the Ninth Civil District 
Court in One Handred and Twenty-fifth Street, 
of which Judge McGown, now ofr the 
City Court, was Justice. His next 
change was to the office of Deputy County 
Clerk under County Clerk Flack. 

All this time he had been an active worker in 
the ranks of Tammany Hall. He was the 
leader of the old swenty-thire Assembly 
District and Secretary of the Tammany 
General Committee and the Committee on 
Organization. In his habits he Wasandis now 
as regular ._s clock work, and he is noted as 
having an uuvwusual amount of selfpossession. 
He made himself Peis with business 
men, and because of his known worth and 
good judgment he was appointed to the 
responsible position of receiver for the large 
firm ef hit:ce.1 Vance Company, the affairs of 
which seemed to bein a hopeless tangle. Mr. 
Gilroy straightened them out, however, and re- 
oeived many congratulations on his success. 

When Fiack was elected Sheriff, Mr. Gilroy 
became Under Sheriff, and as such he served 
until Mayor Grant appointed him Com- 
missioner of Public Works, as the succes- 
sor of D. Lowber Smith. Mr. Gilroy lives in 
handsome style at 7 West One Hundred and 
Twenty4irst street. He has had twelve obil- 
dren, of whom six daughters and four sons are 
now living. He now holds the positions in Tam- 
many Hall of Grand Sachem and Chairman of the 
Committee of Thirty and of the Committee on 
Organization. He is a member of the Manhat 
tan Club and was one of the founders of the 
Sagamore Club, of which nearly all the leading 
Tammany men in the northern section of the 
city are members. 

The candidate for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, Col. George Brinton McClellan, is the 
youngest chosen for that office in the history of 
the city. Col. McClellan is the only son of Gen. 
George B. McCleilan. He was born in Ger- 
many Nov. 23,1865. His mother, the daugh- 
ter of Major Gen. Randolph B. Maroy, 
Inspector eneral of the United States 
Army and Chief of Staff to “ Little Mac” during 
the Seven Days and Antictam campaigns, was 4 
noted belle in Washington before and durin 
the war. Young NcClellan was graduated a 
Princeton in the class of ’86, His father had 
died the previous Fall, and the boy’s TOs- 
pects were vitally altered. The eneral’s 
estate fell far short of the expectations 
of his friends and his son soon learned that his 
future depended upon his own exertions. He 
entered the ranks of journalism and obtained, 
by; his unaided efforts, a position on the Morn- 
ing J of thie city. From there he was

Col MoClelian is a member of the Loyal Le- 
gion, of Reno Post, Sons of Veterans, the Azteo 
Society, Sons of the Revolution, honorary mem- 
ber of the Irish Brigade, Friendly Sons of St. 
Patrick, and of the Manhattan and Union Clubs. 
He has been a member of the General Commit- 
tee of the Tammany organization ever since he 
Was @ voter and also amember of the Colum- 
bian Order. 

Henry D. Purroy, the nominee for County 
Clerk, is the President of the Board of FireCom- 
missioners. He began his political life as a pro- 
tégé of John Kelly. He left Tammany Hall in 
1881,but returned to it again in 1888 in triumph, 
because of his large following. He was born in 
Fordham in 1849. Educated at 8t. Jehn’s Col- 
lege, Fordham, he studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He took an aetive part 
in the agitation for the annexation of 
Westchester County, where he lived, which 
brought him to the notice of John Kelly, who 
placed in his hands the political management 
of Wards 23 and 24. He served in the Board 
of Aldermen in 1374, 1875, and 1876, being Pres- 

dent the latter year. He incurred Kelly's dis- 
ike in 1880 by accepting from Mr. Grace a Fire 
Comenteeaeenee. and leaving Tammany Hall 
struck out for himself, the organization which 
he formed aiding largely in the success of the 
County Democracy. He was reappointed Fire 
Commissioner by Mr. Grace on the expiration 
of Cornelius Van Cott’s term May 11,1885. He 
is now serving a full six years’ term as the suc- 
cessor of Gen. Fitz John Porter, Mayor Grant 
having appointed him on his return to the Tam- 
many fold. 

Ferdinand Levy, the candidate for Register, 
was bornin Wisconsinin1842. Afteracommon 
school and academic education he came to New- 
York in 1857. When the war broke out, he 
joined the Zouaves, and rose from the ranks toa 
Captaincy. In 1379 he was defeated as a Tam- 
many candidate for the Assembly, but two 
years later was elected Alderman at Large. He 
was elected Coroner in 1882, and he has been 
Coroner ever aince., 

Leonard A. Giegerich, who was nominated to 
succeed himself as Judge of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, was born in Germany May 20, 1855. 
His parents were poor, and when their son was 
but one year old they came to this city to better 
their condition. . 

Judge Giegerich’s school education was all 
obtained before he was tweive years old in the 
St. Nicholas Parochial School and old Fifth Ward 
School. After he had been compelled to leave 
schooland go to work he joined the literary 
class of the De La Salle Institute. Later he 
a law and was admitted to the bar in 
1877. 

He was elected to the Assembly in 1886 from 
the old Twelfth, now the sixth, District, and 
his record in the Legislature was _in- 
dorsed by the Reform Club. He enjoyed 
the distinction of never accepting a 
pass from a railroad during his legislative 
career. The bills which he introduced were of 
interest and benefit to allthe people. One was 
the bill, which became a law, permitting poor 
people to obtain summonses from the district 
courts Without the payment of fees. 

On July 2, 1887, President Cleveland ap- 
ointed Judge Giegerich Internal Kevenue Col- 
ector for the Third District of New-York. He 
was relieved from office by President Harrison 
on March 10, 1890, Soon afterward Gov. Hill 
appointed him a Judge of the City Court 
in place of Charles J. Nehrbas, deceased. When 
the term to which he was appointed expired 
Judge Giegerich was nominated by the Tam- 
many Hall Democracy for County Clerk. He 
was elected by 32,000 majority. 

On Novy. 10, 1891, he was appointed by Gov. 
Hill to the bench of the Common Pleas, a place 
made vacant by Judge Allen’s death, and he re- 
signed the County Clerkship, which he had held 
less than a year. Judge Giegerich has dis- 
charged his duties with credit, ability, and im- 
partiality. He belongs to many clubs and social 
organizations, and is a strong candidate. 

Frank T. Fitzgerald, the candidate for addl- 
tional Surrogate, is the present Register of this 
city and county. He was elected to Congress 
in 1888, and is a member of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee. He was born in 
this city in 1857. He attended the pub- 
lic schools and St. Francis Xavier College and 
then entered 8t. Mary’s College. After being 
graduated .he entered the law department of 
Columbia College, from which he was gradu- 
ated in 1878. He studied law in the office 
of Smith M. Weed. Several years ago 
Mr. Fitzgerald formed a  copartnership 
with John A. Mapes and James E. 
Kelly, and the firm has since con- 
ducted a large and important practice, includ- 
ing. many prominent cases in the Surrogate’s 
Court. Mr. Fitzgerald strongly advocated the 
passage of laws for land transfer reform, has rec- 
ommended the short-form deed and mortgage, 
and inaugurated the new block system. The 
laws supported by him are now in force, this 
county being the only one in which the block 
system isin use. Mr. Fitzgerald is a member of 
many of the leading olubs in this city, including 
the Manhattan Club and the Democratie Club. 

Rufus B. Cowing, who was nominated to suc- 
ceed himself as City Judge, sitting in the Court 
of General Sessions, was born in Brooklyn 
and received his education at the Poly- 
technic Institute in that city. He prac- 
ticed law for several years in this 
city and served a few terms in the Board of 
Aldermen. He was elected to his present posi- 
tion in 1878 asa Republican. He is still a 
stanch Republican. He is an active member of 
the Union League Club and a very popular 
Judge. 


“THE SAME AS TAMMANY.” 


INDORSEMENT OF THE WIGWAM TICKET 
BY THE VOORHIS MEN. 


Police Justice John R. Voorhis had a nice 
little pony convention of the New-York Democ- 
racy in Webster Hall last night, which got to 
work about 9:30 o’olock. The usual formalities 
were quickly gotten through with, the 
hall was well filled, and the people 
cheered everything in sight and did as 
they were told. After reselutionsf for 
Cleveland and Stevenson were adopted, a com- 
mittee of seven, headed by Mr. Comisky, brought 
in the full Tammany city and county ticket, say- 
ing that all were Democrats, and testifying 
particularly tothe Simon Pure quality of bemoc- 
racy possessed by Judge Cowing. The ticket 
was indorsed unanimously. 

Mr. Voorhis then told the convention that no 
objection of a personal character or a public 
nature could be raised against any of the men 
on Tammany’s ticket. But he said the conven- 
tion could not indorse the nomination of Jus- 
tice Andrews as Chief Justice of the Court of 
Appeals, as he wae a Ropublican, and the New- 
York Democracy would have none but Demo- 
crats. No nomination was made for that office. 

‘We shall rely upon our vote for the Assem- 
blymen and Aldermen in the various districts 
to show our strength,”’ said Mr. Voorhie later. 

“Tt is not now necessary under the amended 
law to poll a certain percentage in order to get 
our ballots printed,” added John Martin. 

The Voorhis men had been asked to join the 
May convention Democrats in the city ight, but 
refused. 


THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION, 


QUITE A CONTEST OVER THE NOMI- 
NATION OF JUDGE GIEGERICH. 


Although the machinery of the local Repub- 
lican organization was well oiled last night, 
just enough of the chronic kickers’ sand got 
into the County Convention to stop the wheels 
temporarily. The stoppage was brief, however, 
for there were plenty ofexpert cleaners and oilers 
on hand and the “‘sand’’ was dissipated before 
any damage wasdone. The county ticket pre- 
pared by the Republican Nominating Committee 


of Thirty came forth from the County Conven- 
tion without an alteration. 

The convention was held in the Grand Opera 
House Hall, which was profusely decorated 
with bunting and was crowded to the doors. 
Vice Chairman George B. Deane stood in front 
of a hugh golden eagle when he called the dele- 
gates to order and invoked the blessing 
of harmony. Mr. Edward T. Bartlett was 
made permanent Chairman of the. conven- 
tior without a murmur of dissent. There were 
no contestants for seats in the convention. Mr. 
Bartlett reminded his colaborers in the conven- 
tion that they had met in the discharge of a 
very great responsibility. The fact should not 
be forgotten that many of the candidates to be 
nominated were doonied to certain defeat. 

It was a glorious thing, he thought, to put the 
bravest men in the front rank when a desperate 
charge was to bo made. He believed in putting 
good straight Republicans in nomination every 
time. [Applause.| Mr. Bartlett urged his hear- 
ers to pay strict attention to the “ overshadow- 
ing isaue ” of State politics, and to see to it that 
a fitting rebuke was administered to the * po- 
litical jezabels’”” who bestowed the judicial 
ermine upon Isaac H. Maynard as a reward for 
trickery. 

When Secretary Bellamy called the roll of 
delegates, Chauncey M. Depew, Cornelius N. 
Bliss, Elliott F. Shepard, and William Brook- 
fiela were found to be among the absentees. Of 
these who reaponded to their names were Elihu 
Root, Col. & Van Rensselaer Cruger, Fredrick 8. 
Gibbs, Bernard Biglin, John Reisenweber, 
James W. Hawes. John D. Lawson, John Proc- 
tor Clark, Charles A. Hess, and Sol Berliner. 

Mr. Charles H. Murray, who attained some 
potoriety as Supervisor of the Federal census in 
this city, mounted the platform with much dig- 
nity and self-possession, and announced that 
he rose to place in nomination the “next 
Mayor of the City of New-York.” His 
candidate was a atraight-out Republican 
and a man of sterling integrity, wide 
acquaintance, and business capacity. He had 
been before the people and had never known 
defeat. He had represented his constituency in 
Congress with conspicuous ability, and his namo 
was Edwin Einstein. 

A motion was hastily put and carried that all 
nominations be made by acelamation, and Mr. 
Elpatein's name was placed at the head of the 
ticket with a nurrah. 

Capt. Hugh Coleman of the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment was nominated for County Clerk without 
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hesitation, after receiving an enthusiastic in- 
dorsement from Bernard Biglin. : 

Mr. Michael Kerwin entertained the conven- 
tion with a speech which covered every phase 
of politioal discussion, from protection to 
American industries to honesty in municipal 

overnment. He wound up by nominating 

enry ©. Botty for County Clerk, and the nomi- 
nation was made unanimous in a twinkling. 

Mr. C. Volney King was expeditiously placed 
on the ticket for President of the Board of Al- 
dermen, upon motion of Mr. Richard Green. 

An incipient rebellion bruke out when Mr. C. 
N. Bovee, Jr., proposed to nominate Judge 
Leonard A. Giegerich, the present Democratic 
incumbent, for Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas. Hisses, loud and persistent, were pro- 
jected from prety past of the hall, mingled with 
cries of “No! No! No!” “Never in your 
life!” ‘‘Givé us a straight ticket!” &o. 

Chairman Bartlett put the nomination of 
Judge Giegerich to a viva voce vote. The yeas 
appeared to be inthe majority, but there were 
some Days and loud demands for a call of the 
roll. The Chairman mildly reminded the con- 
vention of ite resolution to make all nomina- 
tions by acclamation. 

John Proctor Clark sprang forward aggres- 
sively and insisted that the roll must always be 
called when demanded in a Republican conven- 
tion. The constitution of the Republican or- 
ganization of the county so provided. Chairman 
Bartlett mildly acquiesced and said that the 
roll should be called. Then followed several 
speeches indorsing Judge Giegerioh. 

Mr. Charles H. Murray, as Chairman of the 
Nominating Committtee, said that he wanted 
the convention to understand that the commit- 
tee was unanimous in recommending Judge 
Giegerich’s nomination. The committee thought 
that the putting of Judge Giegerich’s name on 
the Republican city ticket woulda under the cir- 
cumstances help the ticket. 

Col. 8 Van Rensselaer Cruger said that asa 
rule he believed in straight Republican tickets, 
but there were occasions when exceptions 
might be wisely made. This was one of those 
occasions. Judge Giegerich had certainly made 
avery acceptable Judge. Col. Cruger hoped that 
all objections would be withdrawn, and that 
harmony would prevail. 

When Elihu Root rose to epeak for Judge 
Giegerich there was loud applause, and r. 
Root was obliged to take the piatform. He said 
that he too wasin favor of a straight Kepub- 
lican ticket ordinarily, but the question of 
whether there should be a perfectly straight 
ticket or a combination was one that should be 
determined on each occasion by the existing 
circumstances. He had seen the Republican 
Party as well as the community generally bene- 
fited by combinations with the better elements 
of the Democratio Party. 

The election of Edward Cooper for Mayor was 
a case in point. Often combinations in the 
direction of securing the best men locally could 
be counted on to help the Republican national 
ticket. Mr. Root was satisfied that =. 
Giegerich was a fit man for the place, and he 
hoped that there would be no further objection 
to peters his name oh the Republican county 
ticket. 

Although the applause which followed Mr. 
Root’s remarks showed that he had the conven- 
tion with him, Mr. John Proctor Clark was not 
to be deterred from expressing his sentiments. 
He said that he would be reoreant to hie polit- 
ioal faith if he did not stand up in a Repub- 
lican Convention and demand the nomina- 
tion of straight-out Republicans. He knew 
that it was useless for him to raise his voice, for 
the party leaders had decided what was best to 
be done, and no words of his could mene the 
prsne. ut he was free to say that he did not 

elieve the nomination of Judge Giegerich by 
the Republicans would help Benjamin Harrison 
to a single vote. 

He had no faith in non-partisan Democrats. 
He wanted to put up a Repucelioan for each 
office in order show the people that there 
wees enough good Republicans to fill every 
office. 

The rolled was called, and Judge Giogerich 
was placed in nomination. Only 6 votes were 
cast against him, 1 from the Sixteenth District, 
3 from the Twenty-first, and 2 from the Twenty- 
seventh, 

John Sabine Smith of the Republican Club of 
this city was nominated for Additional Surro- 
gate upon motion of James W. Hawes, and 
Judge Rufus B. Cowing was nominated for 
J udge of the Court of General Sessions, after a 
brief speech by Col. Cruger. 

The convention authorized the Nominating 
Committee to fill any vacancies that might 
occur on the ticket, and adjourned. 


WHO THE CANDIDATES ARE, 

Edwin Einstein, the candidate for Mayor, was 
born in Cincinnati forty-six years ago. He 
came to New-York early in his youth, and re- 
ceived his education at the old Free Academy, 
now the College of the City of New-York, and at 
Union College, Schenectady. He was at one 
time President of several manufacturing con- 
cerns in the woolen and iron industries, but is 
now retired from active business life. Heisa 
large real estate owner in this eity. 

Mr. Einstein represented this city in the For- 
bs Bape ar Congress, but declined re-election at 
Cc 








e expiration of his term. During his term in 
83S he was prominent in the diseussions 
of etonomie topics, and one speech of his in 
particular, onthe River and Harbor Dill, at- 
tracted considerable attention. In this he o 
oe appropriating money to States tha 
ad repudiated their bonds and securities. 

The candidate for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, C. Volney King, is a member of the 
firm of V.C. & © V. King of the Phenix Plas- 
ter Mille, on West Street, near Bank. Mr. King, 
who is about sixty years old,isone of the 
wealthy men of the city. He is a member ofthe 
Union League Club, and resides on Fifth Ave- 
nue, opposite the Brevoort House, in the Kighth, 
formeny the old Seventh, Assembly District. 
He is the father of ex-Assemblyman Francis 
Volney King. 

Hugh Coleman, the nominee for Register, was 
born in Milton, Mass., but came to New-York 
— in life. He has been a member of the Re- 
publican District and County Committees for 
years. Last year he ran for Alderman on the 
Republican ticket in the Eighteenth Assembly 
District, but was beaten. Mr. Coleman, who 
wasa delegate to the convention that nom- 
inated him last night, has always taken a great 
interest in the National Guard, and is now Cap- 
tain of Company E, Sixty-ninth Regiment. 

Henry C. Botty, candidate for County Clerk, 
was born in New-York City Dec. 27, 1854. He 
was educated at the parochial school of 8t. 
Nicholas’s Church and at the De La Balle In- 
stitute, from which latter institution he was 
graduated in 1869. In January, 1870, he 
entered the law office of 8. oebel, and 
also began to attend the law lectures 
at the Colambia Law School. He was graduated 
from Columbia in ’75 and admitted to the bar 
the next year, when he was but twenty-one 
years old. From 1878 to 1880 he was the law 
partner of Joseph Lambrecht. He ran for Civil 
Judge in 1881 and 1887, but was defeated. 

John Sabine Smith, the candidate for Addi- 
tional Surrogate, was born in Kandolph, Va., 
in 1843.

“ The Syracuse delegates to the Chicago Con- 
vention were the only Demooratio delegates 
from New-York to thatconvention. They stood 
for everything that the Democratic Party 
stands for, aud they saw that Grover Cleve- 
land was given to the Democratic Party 
as a standard bearer. Had it not been for those 
delegates the Democratic Party to-day would 
not have on her banners those broad names of 
Cleveland and Stevenson.

Itis evident to all unbiased minds that the last 
Legislature was controlled, as to ite representation 
from the City of New- York, by @ majority which in 
effect registere) the will of a few men at the head of 
a temporarily dominant faction, and that its action 
has demonstrated that individual interest and not 
desire for the public weal exclusively governed it. 

Tt is likewise evident that unless the independent 
Democracy of this city be given opportunity to ex- 
press by their suffrage their desire with regard to 
their local governmentand their representation in 
the Legislature they may abstain from going to the 
polls at all, thereby greatly periling the success of 
the national Democratic nominations. 

Therefore, to the end that all free Democracy may 
have voice, without factional dictation, and all 
danger to the election of the national nominees ma 
be averted, we place in nomination for the severa 
offices now to be filled by the election of the people 
men who are of sound and proved Democracy and 
who shall be the fitting exponents of the will of the 
great Democratic masses, independent of and un- 
controlled by faction, hall, or cabal. 

In seconding these resolutions, ex-Assembly- 
man Alexander Thain of the Twenty-first As- 
sembly District, pointed to the Grand Army of 
the Republic button on the lapel of his coat 
and declared that his experience was that the 
rank and file of the army was made up of Dem- 
ocrats, and they were, like him, in favor of 
Grover Cleveland.

In 1885 he was elected Alderman, and 
in 1888 he was elected to Congress from the old 
Eleventh Congressional District. 

About eighteen months ago he got up a move- 
ment among the citizens of the west side to ask 
the Legisiature to stop the Hudsop River Rail- 
road trains from running below Sixtieth wrest, 
because many persons had been fatally injure 
ormaimed by the trains in the street. Mr. 
Quinn js a real estate dealer. 

Isaac H. Klein, the candidate for President of 
the Board of Aldermen, is the youngest of the 
candidates. He js thirty-two years of age, and 
was born at Bridgeport, Conn. He came to New- 
York thirteen years ago and went into business. 
He is now engaged in the manufacture of 
traveling bags. r. Klein first went into poli- 
tics when he joined the anti-snappers’ move- 
ment, and went to Chicago as an anti-snapper 
delegate. 

Charles A. Klemens, the candidate for County 
Clerk, is a business man engaged in the scour- 
ing and dyeing agg e is forty-two years 
old, and was born in Germany. He came here 
when quite young. He is President of the 
United Bavarian Societies of the United States, 
and isamemberof the Arion and Beethoven 
Singing Sooieties. 

Isaac M. Elliott, the County Democracy candi- 
date for Register, is still a young man, being 
only thirty-six years of age. He is a memberof 
the firm of Slawson Brothers, dealers in milk, 
cream, and country produce. Mr. Elliott is a 
self-made man. He was born in Glenwood, N. J., 
and at the ege of thirteen came to New- 
York and engaged himself on board a sailing 
vessel. He worked his way up until he was 
promoted to be first officer, and then left the 
sea and entered into commercial business. He 
is an enthusiastic Cleveland man. 

John W. Goff, the County Democracy candi- 
date for Additional Surrogate, is well known to 
the public. He is alawyer by profession, and 
was born in County Wexford, Ireland. He 
served as Assistant District Attorney under 
Col. Fellows, and when Col. Fellows’s term 
of office expired became the candidate for the 
office of District Attorney in the fusion ticket 
against Nicoll.

AN APPLICATION FOR A RECEIVER FOR 
THE JERSEY CENTRAL ROAD. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 18.—Attorney General Stock- 
ton filed a supplementary information against the 
Central Railroad Company of New-Jersey yesterday 
afternoon, which wasa printed doseument of many 
pages, and which recited the conditions under which 
tormer information had been filed against the 
Central, Port Reading, and Reading Companies 
showing that leases have been made with other 
roads for the purpose of increasing the 
price of coal and that argument was made and a re- 


straining order obtained on Aug. 30, 1892, com- 
manding them to absolutely desist and refrain 
from the performing and carrying into effect the 
leases made Feb. 12, 1892, between ‘he Ventral Rail- 
road of New-Jersey and the Port Reading Railroad 
and the guarantee of the bey ete agreement, 

‘The paper further showed that the price of coal on 
or about July 1, 1892, had been raised from 10 to 15 
per cent., and on Sept. 1, 1892, the Philadelphia and 
Reading and the New-Jersey Central raised the 
price of egg and stove coal about 25 per cent., and 
the Chancellor is asked to further direct that this 
company must not further advance the price of coal, 

The prayerof the information is that the railroad 
companies shall be obliged, under seal, to give facts 
as to the increase in the'price of coal, and that the 
Philadelphia aud Reading and Central Companies 
may be restrained from further continuing to main- 
tain the advance for coal and for its transportation, 
and that the Central also be restrained from operat 
ing its road at any advanced price and rates, and for 
80 long @ time as it continues to maintain the prices 
= sales or any other arbitrary increase in the price 
of co 

Asa part of the information was the statement of 
W. P. McMichael, an attaché of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office, who was detailed to obtain the price of 
coal at the preseat timeand at earlier periods for the 
purpose of demonstrating the increase in prices. 
ftiis report covered a ae from April lof the 
present year until Sept. 1, and shows an average in- 
crease during that period of 65 cents per ton at the 
mines, and ey tables showing the prices quoted 
in the otreulars of the different agents of the Pohigh 
Valley Coal Company, the Lehigh Valley Navigation 
Company, and the Philadelphia and Reading Ooal 
and Irom Company, and wholesale dealers. fis re- 
port also states that the rate of transportation from 
the mines to the seaboard ports is $1.70 per ton. 

The Lehigh Valley coal companies’ wholesale 
price for coal delivered at Newark ranges from $3.90 
tor chestnut to $40n March 23 to $2.40 Sept. 1. 
The price of ogg, stove,and other grades shows a pro- 

ortionate increase. ‘The circulars of C. F. Hoffman, 

ne sale agentofthe Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
Company at Somerville, show prices of chest- 
nut oval ranging from $2.15 at the mines in April to 
$2.80 in September, with a proportionate increase 
in the other grades. The circulars of W. C. Cox 
line sale agentfor the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company, show an average increase 
of 25 cents per ton from August to September. The 
cirpulars of W. H.Syre,Geuoral Agent of the Lehigh 
Valley Coal Company, show the price of chestnut 
coal, delivered to wholesale dealers in Newark, to be 
$4 per ton, while the price for September reaches 
$2.50 per ton, with @ trausportation cost added. 

The Attorney General asked that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to enforce the decree of the court, and Chan- 
celior McGill granted an order requiring the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey, the Delaware and Bound 

Brook Railroad, the Easton and Amboy,and the 
other coal roads leased by the Philadelphia and 
Reading, to show cause on the 27th inst. why a re- 
ceiver should not be appotnted for them. 

President J. Rogers Maxwell of the Jersey Central 
Road waa at his oifice in Liberty Street, this city, 
—— afternoon, and at 3:30 o'clock, just before 

6 started for his home, he said that no notice of 
Attorney General Stockton’s application had been 
served on any Officer of the road. 

* But, assuming thatsach an application has been 
made,” said Mr. Maxwell, ‘I donot think that it 
can be enforced against the Jersey Central Road, 
for we have complied literally with tne orders of the 
court and have not increased the price of coal or the 
rates for carrying it since the order — issued. in 
tact, we refused to increase the rates for carrying 
coal when the other roads did. Our rates are un- 
changed. They arethe same now that they have 
been for years. We could not increase the price of 
coal as we neither mine any nor sellany. The 
company is operating the road itself in compliance 
with Chancellor MoGill’s order, and in every other 
way the terms of that order are being strictly ful- 
filled. I do not see, therefore, how the demand for a 
receiver of this road can be justified or sustained. 
These are the facts, and that will be our answer to 
the application on the 27th inst.”

DUNRAVEN’S LETTER TO THE NEW- 
YORK YACHT CLUB. 


NOT AN OFFICIAL CHALLENGE, BUT 
A COMMITTEK APPOINTED TO RE- 
PLY—GEN. PAINE OFFERS RESOLU- 
TIONS AND IS APPOINTED CHAIR- 
MAN OF THE COMMITTEE, 


a 

Gen. Charles J. Paine of Boston, owner of the fa 
mous yacht Volunteer, carried everything before 
him ata special meeting of the New-York Yacht 
Club last night. Two years ago Gen. Paine's inter- 
pretation of the deed of gift governing the Amer- 
ica’s Cup was published in THE TimMEs, Gen. 
Paine then said that the mutual agreement clause 
of the deed gave the club holding the cup the power 
towaive the obnoxious dimension oJause, and in 
fact practically waive the deed itself in everything 
pertaining to the arrangements for a race. 

The New-York Yacht Club last night accepted 
Gen. Paine's interpretation of the deed, and the 
General was appointed Chairman of a committee of 
five to answer a communication from Lord Dun- 
raven, the English yachtsman, who challenged three 
years ago, and who atill wants to race. 

The meeting was specially called to consider Dun- 
raven’s communication. About thirty members of 
the club were present, Assoon as the purpose of 
the meeting was stated the following communica- 


tion from Dunraven, addressed to Secretary J. V. 8. 
Oddie, was read: 


SUDBAHN HOTEL, SEMMERING, Sept. 16, 1892. 

DEAR Mk. ODDIE: I am anxious to bring about, if 
possible, a race for the America’s Cup next year, and 
shall be greatly obliged if you will take an early 
Sppecranly of submitting the following proposal to 
the New-York Yaoht Club for their, I trust, favora- 
bie consideration. 

‘*I will sail a series of matches according to the 
rules of the ‘new deed of gift,’ with the following ex- 
ception and addition: 

“ Ftrat—The length upon the load water line of my 
vessel to be the only dimension required. ‘This tobe 
sent with the formal notice of challenge, and her 
— House register to follow as soon as practica- 

©. 

* Second—Any excess over the estimated length otf 
the load-water line of my vessel to count double in 
calculating time allowance; but my vessel not, in 
any Oase, to exceed such estimated length by more 
than 2 percent. The yacht that sails agaipet me not 
to exceed the estimated length on the load-water 
line of my vessel by more than 2 per cent.; and any 
excess in length beyond the estimated length of my 
Vessel on the load-water line to count double in cal- 
culating time allowance. 

**It isto be understood and agreed that, should I 
win the cup, the club obtaining the custody of it 
shall hold it open toa challenge on the same condi- 
tions as those under which I challenged. 

Should this proposal meet with the approval of 
the New-York Yaoht Ciub,as I trust it may, this 
letter may be considered as my challenge. The 
formal notice,:together with the name, rig, length on 
the load water line, &c., of my vessel will follow im- 
mediately on receipt of an intimation of the approval 
of the club. 

I may take this opportunity of saying that, if 
the challenge is accepted, | am perfectly satisfied 
with the arrangement concerning number of 
matches, courses, and other details arrived at 
between the committee and myself in 1889 with 
one exception. I propose that the exact 
time of starting each race be settled not 
less than twenty-four hours before the first race, and 
that except only in the case of thick fog the vessels 

be started at the specified time shoulda either of them 
80 desire. Should neither yacht express any desire, 
then the Sailing Committee to exerelse their judg. 
mnent in postponing a race. 

As [ocannot at presont fix the date for the firat 
match I will settle that matter later on with the 
committee which no doubt the New-York Yacht 
Club will appoint in the event of their accepting my 
challenge. 

Trusting that they will do so, and that an interest- 
ing contest may be the result, I remain, dear Mr.

When Dunraven’s letter had been read Gen. Paine 
offered the following resolutions: 


Whereas, A communication has been received by 
this club from Lord Dunraven indicating thata 
challenge for the America’s Cup may be sent upon 
the terms of the deed of trust with the following ex- 
ception and addition: 2 

ftrst—The length upon the load water line of my 
vessel to be the only dimension required; this to be 
sent with the formal notice of challenge, and her 
= House register to follow as soon as practi- 
cable. 

Second—Any excess over the estimated length of 
the load water line of my vessel to count double in 
calculating time allowance, but my vessel 
not in any case to exceed such estimated 
length by more than 2% per cent.; thé yacht 
that saila against me not to exceed the estimated 
length on the load water line of my vessel by more 
than 2 per cent. and any excess of length beyond 
the estimated length of my vessel on the load. 
water line to count double in calculating the time 
allowance, 

“ Followed by another clause which is considered 
separately hereafter, and 


** Whereas, Sail terms are permitted by the mutual 
agreement clause of the trust deed controlling 
said cup and are acceptabie to this club pro- 
vided that no yachts of the specified rig either 
now existing or under consideration, and known to 
be available for the use of this club in defending the 
cup, shall be barred or penalized, 

“ Voted, That a committee of five be appointed with 
fall power to arrange such ajmatch with avy qualified 
yacht club, specifying what yachts, if any, are ex- 
cepted by the above proviso. 

“Whereas, The clause above referred tois as fol- 
lows: ‘ [tis to be understood and agreed that should 
I win the cup, theclub obtaining the custody of it 
shall hold it open toa challenge onthe same condi. 
tions as those under which I chalienged.’ 

“Voted, That said committee be instructed to re. 
ply that while the trust deed obliges the club having 
the oustody of the cup to acoept the couditions there- 
in prescribed, if so eleoted by the challenger, as it also 
permits such club to accept any conditions mutually 
agreed on, this club regards any further anderstand.- 
ings or agreements as unnecessary, and will make 
no agreement that in the event of becoming a chal- 
lenger it will adopt said terms in ite challenge.” 

It will be seen by the toresoing resolutions 
that they admitted the power of the New. 
York Yacht Club to waive the dimension 
clause of the deed, but would not agree 
to Dunraven’s stipalation that he _ should 
be met by a yacht not more than 2% per cent. longer 
on the load-water line than his own. Dunraven 
wants to challenge, probably, witha yacht about 70 
feet long, and does not want to be met with a ninety- 
footer. The resolutions of Gen, Paine, however, 
provide that the New-York Yacht Club may reserve 
the right to Dame, through its committee, any exist- 
ing yachtor any yacht under construction, eligible 
to compete, to be the defending vessel. 

After Gen. Paine had offered his resolutions J. C, 
Bergen offered the foilowing amendment: 

Resolved, That a committee of tive be appointed 
to consider the terms upon which a match should be 
arranged under the terms of the proposed challenge 
and report their conclusions to this club for final 
action. 

“That the so-called preliminary challenge and the 
original resolution be printed and distributed to the 
members of this club a8 soon as possible.” 

This amendment was lost, whereupon the resolu- 
tions of Gen. Paine were adopted, jen J. F. Tams 
offered the following, which was also adopted: 

Resolved, That the special committee just ap- 
pointed have power to fill any vacancy which may 
occur in their number. 

The men appointed on the committee were Gen. 
Cc. J. Paine, James D. Smith, A, Cass Canfield, Archi- 
bald Rogers, and Latham A. Fish. These men will 
meet to-day at noon at the office of Hollister & Bab- 
cock, 80 Broadway, to reply to Dunraven. 

It may be stated that Dunraven’s communication 
cannot be accepted asachallenge until it comes in 
proper form from a recognized yacht club.

The lastof the brood mares and weanlings be- 
longing 10 the estate of the late Col. W. L. Scott 
ot Erie, Penn., and the brood mares belonging 
to the eatate of the late William Astor were <is- 
posed of at auction yesterday at the sales pad- 
docks at Hunt’s Point, the stook of the Algeria 
Stud continuing to sell for good figures. To- 
gether with the sales made on Monday the 
seventy-four brood mares belonging to Ool. 
Bcott’s farm, two of them being 80 old 
that they were sold with their foals at 
foot, brought $135,750, anaverageof $1,834 and 
® trifle over, which is a remarkable showing, 
and one that seems to indicate that breeders of 
racers have great faith in the possibilities of 
the future for well-bred horses. The thirty 
Weanlings that were sold aside from their dams 
fetched a total of $22,625, an average of a trifle 
better than $754, which is a remarkably high 
one for foals that have but just been weaned, 
and whose future is decidedly problematical. 

The twenty-eight mares belonging to the es- 
tate of the late William Astor, and forming the 
nucleus of a big stock farm that he had intended 
founding, sold for $23,025, an average of $822, 
which was good, considering the fact that most 
of them were young and untried and were bred 


to horses whose career in the stud is but just 
begun and who have no performers on the turf. 
These stallions, as well as those belonging to 
the estate of the late Col Scott, and the year- 
lings and race horses of the latter, will be sold 
at Tattersall's this evening.

STILL MAKING NEW RECORDS. 


THE THREE-YEAR-OLD DIRECTUM TROTS 
A MILE IN 2:11 1-4. 


NASHVILLE, Ky.. Oct. 18.—With weather like mid- 
summer and a track like a billiard table, the trotters 
and pacers furnished plenty ofsensations at the 
circuit meetinghere this afvernoon. Belle Archer be- 
gan with a heat in 2:12% for the class left unfinished 
last evening, and two moré rapid miles landed her a 
winner. 

The stake for foals of 1889 was competed for by a 
dozen young trotters, but the contest was between 
Directum and Kentucky Union. Both were un- 
beaten in races for their age, but Directum was the 
favorite on account of the form he showed at Lex- 
ington last week, when he tied the race record of 
2:13. As Kentucky Union was unsteady in the 
first heat Directum had only to trot in 2:15 to out- 
foot Trevilian and the rest. In the second heat Ken- 
tucky Union got clear of the field and trailed the 
black colt to the homestretch, but a break above the 


distance left him an easy victor, though after slow- 
ing up he finished in 2:12. The third heat was much 
the same, except that after carrying Directum to the 
half in 1:05 the chestnut filly lost her etride and was 
hopelessly behind. Kelly kept at Directum and 
lifted the great three-year old home in 2:1144, secur- 
ing the world’s record in a contest and also the stal- 
lion championship for that age. 

Three dash events followed, the first for yearling 
pacors, in which Mili Lady left the other three far 
behind, and made the trip in 2:30, the best heat ever 
paced by a yearling. The mile dash for 2:35 trotters 
Was a close thing between Eli, Lallah Wilkes, and 
Baron Posey, the first named finishing a neck ahead, 
under the whip, in 2:18%,a drop of 21 seconds in 
his record. 

Hal Pointer had asure thing in the match with 
Guy, as the latter was lame, but Geers set out for 
the race record, and might have got it had there been 
anything to carry the famous bay gelding. As it 
was, Hal Pointer paced the heatin 2:04%, making 
the second and third quarters in 0:30%, each, 
while Guy was fifty yards behind. The two-year-old 

acers started for a stake,and after Bonnie Belle and 
Nedia had a heat each, there was not time to finish. 
The favorite to order showed the most speed, but 
acted very badly. Bonnie kelle’s mile in 2:18 4 is a 
new record for the fast filly from Buffalo.

District Attorney NIcoLL very properly 
calls attention to certain crimes against 
the elective franchise enumerated in our 
statutes and made misdemeanors, includ- 
ing those of corrupting voters or contribut- 
ing, receiving, or disbursing money for that 
purpose.

It will be a severe strain on the impu- 
dence even of JouN WANAMAKER to ignore 
the proofs submitted to him of violation of 
the law forbidding political assessments 
by Postmasters in Allegany County in 
this State.

What possible basis is there now for the 
Republicans to expect a victory in the 
State of New-York? The signs that it is 
customary to rely upon in forecasting the 
political future are all against them. The 
changes from the one party to the other 
that are announced from time to time are 
in respect to numbers, weight, and prob- 
able influence stroggly in favor of Mr. 
CLEVELAND. The Repulicans themselves 
confess their alarm at the _ indiffer- 
ence and apathy of Republican voters 
through the State, while the Demo- 
erats report a_ satisfactory activity 
and interest in their ranks.

LAND and with other small and dirty 
tricks. That in itself is an indication 
either of large incapacity and an advanced 
state of despair or else of a wonderful 
secretive astuteness that veils itself from 
the enemy’s observation by unimportant 
tactics in the open while carrying on de# 
structive operations somewhere off in the 
woods. But Quay and DvupLEY and 
CLARKSON are not the generals in command 
this year.

THE CITY AND COUNTY TICKETS. 

Tammany has put up as its candidate 
for Mayorthe ablest administrative officer 
belonging to the organization now in the 
public service, Commissioner THomas F. 
Gitroy of the Department of Public 
Works. Of Mr. GiILRoy’s capacity for the 
duties of the office there is no doubt, and we 
are not aware that his personal integrity 
has ever been brought in question. The 
worst that can be said of him is that he is 
a thoroughgoing Tammany man; but he 
has shown himself capable and energetic, 
and apparently zealous for efficiency in the 
public service. While a politician of the 
Tammany order, he has the sagacity to see 
that the strength of any political organiza- 
tion depends upon securing and retaining 
the confidence of the public. The Tam- 
many convention did wisely in renominat- 
ing Judge Cowine and Judge GIEGERICH, 
though the former is a Republican, and the 
result will be no contest over judiciary can- 
didates, which is as it should be. The 
other nominations are fairly representa- 
tive of the organization, but include rather 
the better part of its available material. 
GEORGE B. McCLELLAN, named for Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, is not an 
active politician and stands well in the 
community. 

In nominating Mr. EDWIN EINSTEIN for 
Mayor the Republicans chose one of their 
best, but not one of their most conspicuous 
or strongest men, which indicates that they 
have no expectation of electing him. Mr. 
EINSTEIN has served his party faithfully 
and zealously, and has shown ability and 
high character, and if it were possible to 
elect him he would make a good Mayor. 
The Republican Convention put COWING 
and GIEGERICH on the ticket as its judi- 
ciary candidates. Mr. C. VoLNEY KING, the 
candidate for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, isa business man of high stand- 
ing and considerable wealth. The other 
candidates are politicians of a grade no 
higher or better than those on the Tam- 
many ticket. 

The County Democracy has been protest- 
ing that by putting up a city and county 
ticket of its own it would help to bring 
out a full vote forthe Democratic Electoral 
ticket and do a service to the party in the 
national field by furnishing a complete 
ballot for those who will support neither 
Tammany candidates nor Republican can- 
didates for local offices. It has not made 
goodits profession in presenting sucha 
man as JOHN QUINN as its candidate 
for Mayor. He will draw out no 
votes that would not otherwise be 
cast, and will receive only the support 
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tion of trading politicians. His candidacy 
will serve to make it more insignificant, 
and fortunately the ticket will not have 
sufficient strength to serve as a basis for 
trading, for it will endanger nobody. Cow- 
ING and GIEZGERICH are on this third ticket 
also, but of the other candidates JoHn W. 
Gorr, for additional Surrogate, is the only 
one who has hitherto figured in public life, 
or sufficiently in local politics to be recog- 
nizable. This ticket will create no dis- 
turbance and do little harm or good. 
ee 
THE REPUBLICAN MACHINE. 

One cause for the disaffection of intelli- 
gent and self-respecting Republicans from 
their party is the deep disgust at the 
tyranny on the one hand and the corrup- 
tion on the other of the Republican ma- 
chine. This is an influence necessarily 
rather quiet in its operation, and the ex- 
tent to which it is felt is only shown at the 
polls. It may, and does, exist with many 
men who make no demonstration of their 
feeling, but whose feeling is none the less 
deep and decisive on that account. It does 
not always involve dissent from the party’s 
general avowed principles or policy, and 
still less does it imply agreement with 
those of the opposing party. The men 
who are hopelessly offended by the charac- 
ter and conduct of the machine may not be 
ready to vote the Democratic ticket, may 
disapprove of the Democratic platform and 
dislike its candidates. Their discontent 
may lead them only to omit to vote for the 
Republican ticket. But that counts for 
much in the almost universal indifference 
which the more candid Republicans en- 
gaged in this canvass concede that they 
find. 

The general composition of the Repub- 
lican Party in the past has been such that 


‘this resentment at machine rule is very 


natural, It cannot be denied that until 
within the last dozen years or so the Re- 
publican Party was more attractive to 
intelligent men, and especially to the 
younger men, than was the Democratic 
Party. It was up to that time largely made 
up of men who had joined it on the issues 
growing out of the conflict with slavery 
and out of the war forthe Union. It still 
possessed the powerful charm of i#s noble 
work in the decision of these issues, and 
though the old leaders were passing away, 
the new ones were for the most part 
in sympathy with them, and nearly 
every man of national prominence had 
been more or less distinguished in mili- 
tary or civil life during the war period. 
Party discipline was becoming very severe, 
and the abuses of the spoils system were 
constantly more flagrant. But inthe rank 
and file party spirit still had the fervor and 
energy of patriotism, and the sway of the 
leaders—irksome as it sometimes was, and 
sometimes offensive—was borne because of 
real zeal for the avowed objects of the 
party. It was still a party attractive to 
honorable men of high purpose and ideals, 
and as late as 1880 there was a chance for 
that ‘‘reform within the party” which so 
many of us fondly and vainly sought for 
s0 Many years. 

But after the collapse of the attempt at 
revenue reform by the complete perversion 
of the plan of the Tariff Commission under 
President ARTHUR, the party steadily sank 
into the grasp of the most relentless and 
most shameless machine that the polit- 
ical history of the country describes. 
We fix attention on this date because it 
is very significant. The wreck of the com- 
mission scheme was the first signal triumph 
of what may be called distinctly corrupt 
protection in the Republican Party. The 
commission, with a majority of protection- 
ists upon it, had reported that a reduction 
of at least 20 per cent. on the tariff was just, 
and was necessary to prevent monopolies 
and abuses. Their report was followed by 
a law that actually increased the average 
tax on dutiable goods, and that did 
lead, as the commission had foreseen, 
to trusts and combinations. It was 
the authors of these who secured that 
result and for that purpose. From that 
time the machine became both arbitrary 
and reckless. It extended its despotic 
sway to every corner of the land. The or- 
ganization it brought about was elaborate, 
close, effective, but sordid to the last de- 
gree, It is best indicated to New-Yorkers by 
the name of T. C. Pratt. It was a strange 
combination of the ordinary political or- 
ganization and the lobby. With an extrav- 
agant profession of loyalty to party it was 
always ready fora “deal,” while its nom- 
inations were as much for sale as the selec- 
tions from JOHN WANAMAKER’S bargain 
counter. This machine, applied to national 
politics, has borne the fruit that might 
have been expected fromit. Except within 
the definite limits of the civil service rules, 
it has made the offices within the control 
of the President the subject of barter and 
sale. The disappointments and jealousies 
bred of this system have been, however, 
the least of the foroes ‘of disintegration 
that it has brought into play. Beyond 
these, and more lasting in its in- 
fluence, has been the growing indignation 
with which decent Republicans have re- 
garded the prostitution of their party, and 
this indignation finds its expression in the 
utter want of enthusiasm and confidence 
in this canvass. Unless we are greatly in 
error, it will seal the fate of the organiza- 
tion, because it will bring it a defeat from 
which it cannot recover. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL ‘DISTRICTS. 


In 1890 the Democrats elected twenty- 
three of the thirty-four Representatives in 
Congress from this State under the old ap- 
portionment. On the vote for Governor 
last year they had a plurality in twenty- 
two of the districts as now constituted 
underthereapportionment. Two years ago 
the first fourteen districts included Long 
Island, Staten Island, the City of New- 
York, and the County of Westchester. 
Now the same territory comprises the first 
sixteen districts. The First District con- 
sisted of the Counties of Suffolk, Queens, 
and Richmond. The present First District 
includes only Suffolk and Queens, in which 
there was a Democratic plurality last year 
of 2,415. Congressman James W. COVERT 
has been renominated. Brooklyn and the 
towns of Kings County have four Repre- 
sentatives in the present Congress. In the 





next Congress they will have five. Of the | 
present members, Clancy, Goomss, and 
MaGNER have been renominated, and 
CuaPIn is to retire. The new Democratic 
candidates are Gen. Isaac 8S. CaTLIN and 
Joun H. GranaM. The only doubtful dis- 
trict is the Fifth, in which FLOWER’s plu- 
rality last year was only 225. This is the 
district in which GRAHAM has been nom- 
inated, the Republican candidate being 
CHARLES G. BENNETT. 

Under the old apportionment this city, 
with Westchester County, had nine Con- 
gressmen. Under the present division 
Staten Island and the First and Fifth As- 
sembly Districts of the city under the old 
State apportionment constitute the Sev- 
enth Congressional District, and the old 
Twenty-fourth Assembly District and 
Westchester County constitute the Six- 
teenth, and there are eight districts wholly 
in the city. The lowest Democratic plural- 
ity within any one of these ten districts 
last Fall was 4,601. FRANKLIN BARTLETT 
has been nominated in the Seventh Dis- 
trict by the Democrats, and SAMUEL A. 
Brown by the Republicans. All the pres- 
ent members from districts wholly 
within the city have been renom- 
inated except Mr. J. J. Litrie, and 
the only new Democratic candidate is 
Gen. SickLes. Col. FELLOWS of the old 
Sixth District is the candidate in the Four- 
teenth; Dunpuy of the old Seventh is now 
in the Eighth; CAMPBELL of the old Eighth 
is in the Ninth; CUMMINGs of the old Ninth 
is in the Tenth; CocKRAN of the old Tenth 
is in the Twelfth; WARNER of the old 
Eleventh is in the Thirteenth; Fircn of the 
old Thirteenth is in the Fifteenth. LiTrLE’s 
old district was the Twelfth and SIcKLEs’s 
new one is the Tenth. STAHLNECKER 
has fortunately dropped out of the old 
Fourteenth andin the present Sixteenth, 
comprising the same territory, WILLIAM 
RYAN is the Democratic candidate and 
GEORGE BRANDRETH has been nominated 
by the Republicans. 

There is no likelihood that the Democrats 
will fail to elect their candidates in any of 
the first sixteen districts of the State, un- 
less possibly the Fifth. The Beooklyn and 
New-York delegations will be made up 
mainly of experienced men, and will in- 
clude several exceptionally strong mem- 
bers. CATLIN and CoomsBs of Brooklyn 
and WARNER and Fitcu of this city are 
sure to be useful members of the House, 
and COCKRAN and FELLOWS are among the 
most effective speakers in the present Con- 
gress. FRANKLIN BARTLETT is a man of 
ability, education, and high character, and 
will doubtless prove a valuable addition to 
New-York’s representation in the lower 
house. The only sign ot a contest or of 
division among the Democrats in the mak- 
ing of nominations appeared in the Tenth 
District, where Gen, SICKLES claimed and 
secured the nomination which Gen. MoMa- 
HON says that he was entitled to and that 
it had been promised to him. The latter 
had the better claim on the party and 
would have been a worthier representative 
of the district, but Sickirs has to be en- 
dured. 

In the present House the Democrats have 
nine members from the districts beyond 
the Fourteenth and the Republicans 
eleven. Under the new apportionment 
there are eighteen districts there instead 
of twenty, and, on the basis of last year’s 
vote for Governor, the Democrats have a 
plurality in only six and the Republicans 
in twelve, though in the Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-ninth it is very slender. The 
prospect is that the Democrats will surely 
carry twenty-one of the new Congressional 
districts, probably twenty-two, and possi- 
bly twenty-four. 





LOW PRICES TO FOREIGN BUYERS. 
Our high-tariff friends are again dis- 
turbed by evidence that protected manu- 
facturerssell their goods in foreign countries 
at prices considerably lower than those 
which consumers in this country are re- 
quired to pay. From the McKinley press 
comes a chorus of denials, with the ad- 
ditional assertion that the evidence is 
manufactured by wicked persons. 

In the St. Louis Republica few days ago 
Congressman WILLIAM L. WILSON gave the 
following example of this practice of selling 
protected goods in foreign countries at a 
discount: 

“A leading merchant of New-York told me 
that, having a fancy for a bicyole, he applied 
through a friend to the manufacturer of a 
widely-used wheel to find out if he made any 
discounts to purchasers directly from the fac- 
tory. Themanufacturerreplied with emphasis 
that he had but one price for his wheels, and that 
no man could buy them at less than that price, 
which was $135. Not long afterward the New- 
York gentleman, being in London, learned from 
the newspapers that the manufacturer was &lso 
in that city. Surmising that he was there for 
trade purposes, he again got a friend to ask him 
what he would charge for a bicycle delivered in 
London. The manufacturer promptly replied 
that he would deliver his wheels in Lon- 
don, freight paid, at 25 per cent, discount 
from his home price. ‘In other words,’ said he, 
‘I will sell you a bicycle, delivered in London, 
for £20,’ which is $98; $135 to every Amer- 
joan buyer of his bicycle, and $98 to every 
English buyer. If the foreigner, as Major Mc- 
KINLEY says, pays the tax, he seems td save & 
great deal of money by doing 60.” 

There has since been published a letter, 
written by the President of this bicycle 
company to an inquiring American in Eng- 
land, informing him that he could buy one 
of his company’s bicy¢les by ordering it at 
the factory in Massachusetts and paying 
“$135, less 25 per cent. for export.” The 
President, who was then in London, added: 
“‘Or, if you care to send me £20, I will see 
that your order is filled at once.” 

It happens that some of the very news- 
papers which assert with so much appar- 
ent indignation that the goods of protected 
manufacturers are not sold abroad at prices 
lower than consumers at home must pay, 
not only have admitted in their editorial 
columns that it is a common practice to 
make such sales, but also have defended the 
practice. For example, the New-York 7rib 
une said, not long ago: 

“Unnecessary fuss is made by some papers 
about the undoubted fact that manufacturers 
in this country sometimes make special dis- 
counts in order to secure foreign customers.” 


And the Chicago /nter Ocean, the leading 
organ of McKinleyism in the West, pub- 
lished the following remarks about the 
practice of selling American cartridges in 
Canada at a large discount: 

* Justlook atit. Four concerns, protected by 
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a stiff tariff! against foreign com , com- 
bine and crush out and buy out all competitors 
in this country and then compel every Ameri- 
Can consumer to pay them 25 per cent. more for 
goods than s Canuck has to pay for the same 
goods or a greaserin Mexico. This is protec- 
tion with a vengeance; protection to what 
might easily be styled wholesale robbery.” 


This seems to be a tolerably plain assertion 
about the custom of selling protected goods 
in foreign countries at a discount. The 
Manufacturer, which is published by that 
high-tariff association in Pennsylvania of 
which Mr. WANAMAKER and Mr. Dowan of 
the Anthracite Coal Trust are prominent 
members, has also admitted that protected 
goods produced here are sold abroad at 
prices lower than the prices demanded and 
paid here, and has excused the practice as 
follows: 

“Tf an American is to sell abroad an article 
which costs more to produce here than it costs 
in other countries, he must meet the lower 
foreign price. The fact that ho makes a fair 
protit upon his ordinary trade enables him to 
bid low for an extension of his trade. No 
wrong is done to the domestic consumer 
by this practice. To argue that a man 
who sells in Canada for $50 a mowing 
machine for whioh he asks $60 in the United 
States can therefore afford to put the price here 
as low as the price there, is as unreasonable as 
to argue that because the publisher of a journal 
gives some copies away he can afford to give 
away his entire edition.” 

If our high-tariff friends really desire to 
make the people believe that such sales 
abroad at a discount are not made, and 
that assertions to the contrary are, as Sen- 
ator Hiscock says, “infamous slanders” 
and “ lies,” they should cause the matter 
prepared for publication in their leading 
journals to be submitted every day to a 
trustworthy censor, and should suppress in 
some way the evidence furnished by the 
admissions of the manufacturers them- 
selves.

“DOLLARS AND SENSE.” 

The revival of the excellent comico play called 
‘Dollars and Sense,” effected at Daly’s Theatre 
last night in the presence of a crowded audi- 
ence from which the habitfial “ first night- 
er’ was conspicuously and happily absent, 
will measurably increase the volume of 
mirth in this metropolis. For that reason alone 
the revival is sure to be successful. It is an in- 
disputable fact that this community craves 
food for laughter.

Bourchier in the principal parts; a new comedy 
from the German is announced, and the old 
comedy revival lasting four weeks is to be fol- 
lowed by the elaborate production of “ The 
Tempest.”

JAMES SLOAN GIBBONS. 

James Sloan Gibbons, a well-known business 
man, financial writer, ana one of the earliest 
abolitionists of New-York, die@ on Monday at 
his residence, 55 West Forty-seventh Street, of 
hemorrhage of the lungs, after a gradual failure 
in health during the last two years. He was 
born in Wilmington, Del., July 1, 1810, his 
father being a well-known physician of that 
elty and a deseendant of John Gibbons, one of 
the earliest Quaker settlers of Pennsylvania. 
James Gibbons was educated in the Quaker 
schools of his native city and went at an early 
age to Philadelphia, where he engaged in busi- 
ness, and in 1833 married Abigail Hopper, 
daughter of Isaac T. Hopper, the famous phi- 


lanthropist of that city. Two years later ha 
came to New-York and for many years was 
ee connected with many banking and 

nancial enterprises in this city, at one time 
having been cashier of the Ocean Bank. 

He was among the firstin New-York who be- 
came identified with the abolition movement, 
and he and his father-in-law, Isaac T. Hopper, 
were disowned by the Society of Friends for ed- 
iting and publishing the anti-slavery Standard, 
This expulsion was afterward much regretted 
by the Quakers, and, though Mr. Gibbons never 
again became a member ef the society, he at- 
tended the meetings as long as his health would 
permit. His house in Lamartine Place was 
sacked in 1863 by the rioters on account of his 
sympathy with the abolitionists. 

The tastes of Mr. Gibbons were literary and 
he was a recognized financial authority. Among 
the books he published were ‘“‘The Hanks of 
New-York; Their Dealers, the Clearing House, 
and the Panio of 1857,” and also “ The Public 
Debt of the United States; Ite Organization, [ts 
Liquidation, and the Financial System.” He 
was a constant contributor to the bankers’ Ga- 
zgette and wrote frequently on financial topics 
for the /vening Post and other New-York pa- 
pers. He was the author of the poem “ We Are 
Coming, Father Abraham, Three Hundred Thou- 
sand Strong.”” About thirty years ago he start- 
ed a daily newspaper in this city entitled the 
New-York Ucntury, but it was nota financial 
success and was given up after two years. 

His wife was in fullsympathy with his own 
views onthe question of slavery, and durin 
the war rendered great services in hospital an 
camp, often at considerable personal risk. After 
the war she planned and organized a labor 
and aid association for the widows and orphans 
of soldiers, and was the principal founder of 
the Isaac T. Hopper Home. She bas also been 

rominently identified with many other chari- 
sble institutions. With two daughters, she sur- 
vives her husband. The funeral will be private 
= the interment will be in Greenwood Come- 
ery. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

—John F, Moulton, a leading citizen of Lynn, 
Mass., died last evening of apoplexy. By his death 
Lynn sustains a severe blow, both to her business 
industries and social life. Mr. Muulton was one of 
the largest morocco manufacturers in that city. His 
integrity and efficiency made him much sought after 
to fill positions of trustand responsibility.

WRECK OF THE BOKHARA, 
—»———. 
NAMES OF SOME OF THE PASSENGERS 
AND OFFICERS MISSING. 


HONGKONG, Oct. 18.—The chief officer of the 
Peninsular and Oriental 8team Navigation Com- 
pany’s steamer Bokhara, which was lost during 
& typhoon on Sand Island, between the Island 
of Formosa and the mainland of China, has 
arrived here. He reports that of the crew 102 
are missing, and little, if any, doubt is enter- 
tained that they were drowned. For any of 
them to have reached the shore through the 
surf that was running would have been miracu- 
lous. Among those lost are Capt. Same, Second 
Officer Inglis, four engineers, the stewardess, 
and seventy natives. Of the passengers the 
following are known to be missing: Major 
Turner, Capt. Dunn, Capt. Dawson, Lieut 
Boyle, Lieut. Barnett, and three Sergeants, all 


of whom had been detailed for service in the 
garrison here. ‘he following oivilian passen- 
gers are also missing: 0. Wallace, G. Taverner, 
G. Purvis, C. Holf, and Mmes. Carnes and Haw- 
ley of Bombay, G. Bishop and H. Lalmia of [s- 
mailia, Mr. and Mrs. Chain of London, and Mra. 
Cunnify and infant 

The officers saved are Messrs. Prickett, Parry. 
and Sweeney, and two Quartermasters. Sixteen 
natives, and Messrs. Lowson and Marcham and 
two other Europeans are reported to have land- 
ed on the South Pescadores. 

The survivors passed two dayson Sand Island. 
They were rescued by Chinese and taken to 
Wakung, where they embarked on the Thales. 
They were afterward transferred from the 
Thales to the Porpoise. 

The cargo of the Bokhara consisted of $200,- 
000 in treasure, 1,300 bales of silk, 800 tons of 
tea, and an assortment of general merchandise.

WINNING FIGHT 


——es 
THE LAST, DAYS OF PULIDOS 
CONTROL IN VENEZUBLA. 


MATTERS NOW SETTLING DOWN UNTIL 
THE NEXT RBVOLUTION—PRECAU- 
TIONS TAKEN TO PREVENT PLUN- 
DERING—ACTION OF THE FOREIGN 
POWERS—THE LAST FIGHTS. 


CARACAS, Oot. 8.—The last few days have been 
filled with great excitement, the streets have 
been alive with troops, the surrounding dis- 
tricts have been the scene of numerous battles, 
and Pulido, the President, has fled to La Guayra, 
where he is to embark for Curacao. All of this 
has taken place since the 4th, and it has struck 
those here like a thunderbolt from a clear sky. 

it was known that Crespo had left Valencia 
and was on his way here, and news of fighting 
having taken place ten or fifteen kilometers 
away had also been received. The Government 
had, however, assured all of its ability to main- 
tain the strong position its troops had taken 
between here and where the enemy was said to 
be, so that a reverse was not yet expected. 
Conseription had, however, again begun, and 
every evening saw a number of men arrested 
and taken to headquarters, where, unless they 
had money enough to buy their release, they 
were sent to the front to fillup the ranke that 
were far more depleted by desertions than by 
the bullets of the revolutionists. 

More or less had been heard from time to time 
of the Government troops suffering defeat, and 
the victories were always magnified so much by 
the successful party that it was a difficult mat- 
Ber to tell just what to believe. Still,on Tues- 
day, the 4th, when the report came that the 
whole right wing of the Government forces had 
been annibilated and the defeated troops began 
pouring into the city itseemed as though mat- 
ters were reaching a crisis. 

A hasty meeting of the Cabinet was called and 
a deputation was appointe’ to go out and con- 
fer with Crespo. The Brazilian Minister was 
invited to be arbitrator in chief, a position 
which he accepted. The Commissioners had 
various compromises which they were to pro- 
pose to Crespo and they setonut to meet him with 
strong hopes of a peaceful settlement of affairs. 

When they came within hailing distance of 
Crespo’s forces they sent word of their pres- 
ence and the nature of their mission, but Crespo, 
with everything in his hands except the city, 
and that at his meroy, did not propose to listen 
to any overtures. Therefore he would not re- 
ceive the commission, who were obliged to re- 
turn here. Their coming back unsuccessful was & 
tignificant sign that the game was up, and such 
ahasty gathering together of all that came 
within reach and a packing of it in boxes and so 
on has probably never been seen since the last 
revolution, and will not again be witnessed un- 
til the next one takes place. 

So Pulido fled and another reigns in his stead. 


The pew-comer, Crespo, is, however, an old 
hand at the beim of the ship of state, having al- 
ready been President, so it is contidently be- 
lieved that matters will soon settle down and 
business be once again renewed. 

Lp to within the past few duys the flercest 
fighting that has occurred has taken place be- 
tween Macuto and La Guayra. Troops have 
be-n daily passing between Caracas and La 
Guayra by tue zig-zag railroad to reinforce the 
Government forces. The revolutionists have 
been getting assistance from States still further 
east aud south, who reach them by way of the 
wountain passes. 

The town of Macuto is at present almost de- 
serted, butin the season its fine dwellings are 
filled by the wealthier members of Caracas so- 
ciety, who go there for the salt airand luxurious 
baths. ‘be prospect of plunder, which is at 
present ull the soidiers have to rely upon to re- 
jmburse them for enlisting, is the tempting bait; 
pesides, the town is close to La Guayra, which 
pontains the principal Custom House of Venez- 
pela, and is on the road between La Guayraand 
Barcelona, which is another one of the Custom 
House towns. 

Macuto has been playing shuttlecock to the 
battledore of the contending factions, and it 
has alternately passed from the hands of one 

yarty to those of the other. This all means & 
Aa number of bloody skirmishes and several 
more important affairs. These have been more 
numerous the past few weeks, as the revolu- 
tionists have been gaining in strength and have 
been able to find arms and ammunition in 
larger quantities than they were lucky enough 
to do earlier in the struggle. 

While the soldiers have attacked each other 
without any settied tactics, they have held to- 
gether remarkably well, and are brave and fear- 
jess to @ most unexpected degree. They are 
also cruel and unscrupulous, particularly in 
euch contiicts as the present, where political 
differences seem to incite a fercencss that leads 
to acts of the greatest violence. 

Night surprises have formed the chief features 
of their fighting, and the streets of Macuto have 
seen blood flowing freely during several of the 
attacks. The walls of the houses are thick 
enough to keep out bullets, and as there are few 

ieces of artillery and hardly any projectiles the 
Pouses are in reality so many impregnable 
fortresses. 

About a week ago, in the course of one of the 
forced marches to effect a surprise, the General 
commanding told his wen to strip to the waist, 
and after firing all of their ammunition to take 
their machettas, as their long, ugly cane knives 
are called, and wade into the enemy, slashing 
away at every one they encountered who wore 
ajacket by this means, he said, he thought his 
enemy would have very little stomach left for 
fighting. Judging from the uumbers found 
with deep, ugly slashes across their bellies after 
the fighting, his idea was a correct one. 

As there has been an &imost total lack of med- 
ical assistance in the various armies, a call was 
made upon the various men-of-war in the an- 
chorage at La Guayra to furnish such assistance 
as wasintheir power. The various Consuls in 
the town sent a deputation to wait upon Ad- 
miral Walker, aboard his flagship, the Chicago, 
and the Admiral at once consented. 

Medical Inspector Tryon sent Passed Assist- 
ant Surgeon Lrie with medical stores from the 
Chicago; the Spanish gunboat Jorge-Juan sent 
her medical officer, and the German corvette 
Ancons sent her medical staff. The reports 
brought back were so serious that Medical In- 
spector Tryon went to Macuto himeelf the fol- 
lowing day, with Assistant Surgeon Whitfield, 
and atonce established a muvset thoroagh and 
efficient hospital service. 

All of the wounded were brought in to the im- 
provised huspital and all necessary operations 
were at once perfurmed, This was more than 4 
week ago, since which the work has been going 
steadily on. Thestail! has been augmented by 
medicai officere from the English man-of-war 
Pylades and the French oorvette Magore. 

No partiality has been shown either party, 
both sides have been treated exactly alike, and 
the result is thatevery assistance possible has 
been rendered the medical staff, whose work 
has been splendidly performed under the expe- 
rienced direction of Dr. Tryon. soth sides have 
written to Admiral Walker thanking him. 

In spite of the Geneva cross aud the Stars 
and Stripes flying In close proximity to where 
the surgeons were at work, bullets have ln many 
instances been flying in their direction. The 
other day a Government gunboat went down to 
Macuto and fired some shell at the revoiution- 
ists quartered in the town. Some of the shell 
fell short, but one of them went screeching 
over the town and sounded to those In the im- 
provised hospital as though it were golug to 
strike the building. Among those who were in 
there at the time was a Cathalic padre, who has 
been of the utmost service, but as this was his 
baptism of fire he was naturally a bit frightened. 
When he beard the shell coming he quickly 
crossed himself and then as quickly crossed the 
street and disappeared in a building somewhat 
more substantially built than the hospital 

A Spaniard who up to that moment had been 
of great help in surgical operations and who 
was holding a leg that was about to be ampu- 
tated, dropped the leg aud fled in terror wa 
neighboring cellar, from which he issued, al- 
most gray in color, some time afterthe gun- 
boat bad stopped firing. He said he was not 

articularly frightened, but he found it cooler 
n the cellar and thought if he lived through 
the fight of that day he could do better service 
later on. 

The pillaging has been carried on to so great 
an extent wherever there have been troops that 
the various Ministers at Caracas have sent in a 
document to the Government asking if there is 
not authority enough vested in the members to 
insure protection to life and property. As no 
proper answer has been sentin reply, itis the 
generally-acce ted opinion that the Govern- 
ment is powerless to prevent it. 

At La Guayrsa, where the lawlessness is carried 
further than elsewhere, the Consuls have ad- 
dressed letters to the General commanding. 
The following was sent by the United States 
Consul, Mr. Hauna:

vessels in port, present their compliments to Gen. 
Quinteros, commanding La Guayra, and inform him 
that, in view of many fears expr that La Guayra 
might be pillaged by the troops of the Government 
in the event of their defeat, they have to present the 
following conclusions: 

The town of La Guayra must not be given over to 
pillage, nor must its innocent non-combatants be 
subjected to unrestrained disorder and violence. 
Should proper order not_be preserved, we shall take 
such measures &s may necessary to protect for- 
eign livesand property. The fort must not fire upon 
the town. Should this be done the men-of-war will 
open fire upon the fortin order to protect the town. 

Signed by Rear Admiral Walker, Capitan de 
Fregata Enlate y Fery, Commander James B. ne 
Korvetten Kapitan Draeger, Capitan de Vaisseau 
Barbeyrac. 

The men-of-war have all organized landing 
parties of armed men to go ashore when signal 
is made in case any attempt is made to loot the 
town. There are also other boats detailed to 
bring off any refugees that are entitled to pro- 
tection under the flags of any of the men-of- 
war. A force of about 900 men could be landed 
and if necessary put aboard the trains and sent 
to Caracas itself if called upon. Probably two- 
thirds of the number could easily hold La 
Guayra against any force of native troops sent to 
oppose them. The organization, as well as arms 
and ammunition, is so very much superior that 
the disparity in numbers is not very much of 
a factor. 

Thursday night, the 6th, matters looked 
pretty blue for La Guayra. Large numbers of 
defeated Government troops arrived on éach 
train, and they were naturally somewhat des- 
perate after the rough handling they bad met 
with at Caracas. They took possession of the 
public square, and amid cries and jeers said: 
* Our Generals have deserted us; we have had 
nothing to eat for two days, and are starving! 
Let us help ourselves!” The shopkeepers had, 
huwever, closed the heavy doors of their shops 
and barred the windows, aud there was hardly 
any disturbance of the kind apprehended. 

Attention was somewhat diverted from the 
soldiers for the time being by the news of the 
arrival of the ex-President, Pulido, who had 
left Caracas as 600n 48 he knew his cause was 
lost and had boarded a specialtrain for La 
Guayra. This train, which had several sections, 
also carried a number of troops. The train was 
stopped just outside La Guayra, and the ex- 
President and the members of his Cabinet who 
were with him alighted and proceeded on foot 
to the docks, where they found boats from the 
French man-ot-war in readiness to take them off 
for an asylum under the tri-colored flag. 

This proceeding on the partof the French- 
man has caused a great deal of indignation 
aboard the other vessels in the anchorage, as it 
was in direct violation of what was agreed upon 
in the conferences that have taken place, and in 
which ali the commanding officers agreed — 
a line of policy which was to be strictly fol- 
lowed. The fact now comes out that the French 
Consul at La Guayra is a relative of one of 
Pulido’s former Cabinet, and that the agree- 
ment to receive the ex-President had been made 
before the ink of the signature of the French 
Captain was fully dry. Just how the double- 
dealing will be explained by the Frenchman 
himself remains to be preved. 

A number of refugees were also taken aboard 
the French man-of-war to await transfer to the 
mail steamer that is to leave to-day or to-mor- 
row for8t. Nazaire, Nantes. A dozen or more 
general officers left their troops to shift for 
themselves and sought the protection of the 
Spanish flag aboard the gunboat Jorge-Juan. 

‘All day yesterday the streets of La Guayra 
were filled with boys who had bought the rifles 
and ammunition from the disbanded soldiers 
for a few dimes, and were amusing themselves 
discharging the weapons in the air. As the bul- 
lets fell out among the men-of-war in the inner 
anchorage, the Spanish gunboat fired a couple 
of blank cartridges from her: large gun, which 
seemed to conyinee the youngsters ashore that 
their fun must stop. 

La GUAYRA, Oct. 9.—The United States steam- 
ers of the Red D Line have been particular ob- 
jects of dislike on the part of the Legitimists 


Lasttime it was the Venezuela that excited 
their ire; this time it is the Philadelphia. 
Whether this animesity is caused by rumors of 
these steamers bringing arms and ammunition 
to the insurgents or whether to money for the 
support of the revolutionary party being put 
up by the owners of the steamship line, it is 
somewhat difficult to determine; possibly both 
ouuses contribute a fair share. t all events, 
there bas been trouble with the steamers every 
time they have been here receatly. 

The Governwent at Caracas declared that a 
blockade existed from the mouth of the Orinoco 
to the port of Puerto Cabello, a distance of be- 
tween seven and eight hundred miles. To main- 
tain this, they havefour small steamers, three 
of them being about as large as New-York tugs. 
Of this number one was broken down in her 
machinery and was utterly useless. 

Of course it is obvious that for such a 
length of coast line three vessels are an absurd 
ly small force, and that an efficient blockade is 
utterly out of the question. They managed af- 
faire so well, however, in regardto the Red D 
steamers as to have one of their tugs off Puerto 
Cabello whenever a steamer was expected. They 
also kept one there to prevent the entrance of 
the South Portland, which has been daily ex- 

ected. 

. Admiral Walker, having been informed 6f the 
state of the case by Minister Scruggs at Caracas, 
at once made up his mind that no blockade 
could exist under the conditions, and detailed 
the Kearsarge, Commander Crowninshield, to 
proceed to Puerto Cabello and see that the 
Philadelphia was unmolested. The two vessels 
met off the port and they entered together. 
The tugs were there quite ready to do any 
mischief possible, but the war ship overawed 
them and they contented themselves with run- 
ning close to the Philadelphia and making no 
end of jeering remarks. 

When a report of this affair reached Caracas, 
the Minister of War was boiling with rage and 
atonce issued an order to the Captains of the 
tugs that when the Philadelphia returned to 
Puerto Cabello from La Guayra she was to be 
fired into. This order was published in fall in 
the papers, aud additional coloring was given 
by the Kearsarge’s being included asa target 
for the tug’s batteries. 

Excitement in Caracas Governmental circles 
was high, as such an action meant nothing less 
than war with the United States. The United 
States Minister made a oall upon the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs and,in spite of the bragga- 
docio air of the hot-headed Venezuelan, suc- 
ceeded in showing him how foolish was the pro- 
posed step. An order countermanding the lrst 
was issued, and when the Philadelphia next ap- 

yeared off Puerto Cabello she was not molested 

“ any way. The Kearearge, having fulfilled her 
mission, returned here, where she remains for 
the present. 

Upon the returnof the Philadelphia from 
Curacas this morning Admiral Walker sent one 
of bis Lieutenants and a guard of twelve sailors 
aboard to see that no refugees who had been 
taken aboard by her Captain were molested, 
and that no others who tried to force themae) ves 
aboard during the stay of the vessel here were 
permitted to do so. There are # number of 
the former Government Generals, Colonels, and 
other prominent men in _ hiding ere- 
about waiting a fittin opportunity to 

et away. Some have heoe caught and 
ocked up, and one or two who _ of- 
fered resistance have been shot in their 
tracks. Lieut. Schuetze and Consul Hanna 
remained on board until the sailing hour, and 
prevented disturbance of any kind arising. 
Whether there were any stowaways who es- 
oaped their vigilance can better be told at the 
New-York end of the line than at this. 

The question of the South Portland is one of

IN DOUBT sBOUT THE HOLIDAY. 


—_—_————— 7 ’ 
BUSINESS MEN DON’T KNOW WHAT TO 
MAKE OF FRIDAY. 


The announcement from, Albany that Gov. 
Flower had expréssed the opinion that Friday 
should not be a legal holiday because it had not 
been expressly set aside by the President as a 
day of réligious observance excited a good deal 
of interest down town. All the Exchanges had 
decided to close Friday, and some of them were 
likely to close also on Saturday. The Clearing 
House Association, at its last meeting, had de- 
cided that all the banks would be closed Friday 
upon an opinion from the counsel to the associa- 
tion, A. R. Dyett, which was to the effect that 
the day would be a legal holiday. Manager 


William Sherer said yesterday that unless & 
special meeting of the association should be 
called this decision would stand and none of 
the banks would be open Friday. 

J. Edward Simmonds, President of the Fourth 
National Bank, sent a telegram after Gov. 
Flower, on his westward journey, asking him if 
he had been correctly reported. Itis probable 
that the telegram did not overhaul theGovernor, 
because no reply came. A dispatch from Alba- 
ny to the Clearing House said, however, that 
the morning reports were not correct, and this 
— regarded in effect as an officiai denial of 
them. 

The Stock Exchange Governing Committee 
decided last week to close the Exchange both 
Friday and Saturday. The Cotton Exchange 
will be closed Friday, and it has been left to the 
discretion of the President of the Exchange to 
decide in regard to Saturday’s closing. ‘There 
will be a meeting of the Producc Exehange to- 
day at which a vote will be taken in regard to 
Saturday closing. A siimnilar vote will also prob- 
ably be taken in regard to it by the Coffee Ex- 
change. The probabilities are that all the Ex- 
changes Will be closed Saturday. 

There is no intention of calling a meeting of 
the Clearing House Association to review last 
month's action at which it was decided that the 
banks should be closed Friday. Many of the 
bauks independent of the Clearing House took 
advice of counsel in regard to this matter, and 
they were all informed that Friday would be a 
legal holiday. There is just a possibility that 
some of the banks may remain open that day in 
spite of this advice, and to that extent there is 
a chance that some litigation may grow out of 
the matter in the event that Gov. Flower’s opin- 
ion may take official form. 

The holiday statute in this State makes a 
holiday of any day appointed or recommended 
by the President as a day of thanksgiving or 
tasting and prayer or other religious observ- 
ance. The law of the State provides that for 
all purposes in respect to presenting for pay- 
ment or acceptance and wig yy or giving 
notice of the dishonor of bills of exchange, 
bank checks, and promissory notes, a holiday 
shall be regarded the same as the first day of 
the week. By an amendment to the statute, 
May 25, 1887, all such paper shall be payable 
on the next succeeding secular day, instead of 
the preceding secular day, as under the old 
statute. Under thejHalf-Holiday act Saturday 
is not s secular day for these purposes in regard 
to business paper, except checks and drafte 
payable at sight or on demand. Under this 
construction of the law. time drafts, notes, or 
other negotiable paper that may be due Friday 
must lie over until Monday. he Legislature 
by making a holiday of Oct. 12, under act of 
April 16, directed that all business paper due 
Oct. 12 should lie over until Oct. 13. 

The business view of this holiday matter is 
confused mainly by the question whether a law 
can apply to contracts which antedate the pas- 
sage of the law. The law books report a case of 
this kind which was tried in Connecticut, and 
in which the court decided that the holiday law 
applied regardless of the date of the contract. 

The general ¢opinion down town is thut all 
confusion will disappear before to-morrow, and 
that the banks as well as the Exchanges will be 
closed for business Friday.

THE PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—As there appears to be 
doubt entertained in some quarters as to 
whether Oct. 21 is a@ general holiday, it may be 
said that the President has already, by proc- 
lamation, appointed that date a holiday. This 
was issued July 21, and was based on a joint 
resolution of Congress, approved June 29, 1892, 
directing the issue of “a proclamation recom- 


mending to the people the observance in all 
their localities of the four hundredth anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America, on the 21st of 
October, 1892, by public demonstrations and by 
suitable exercises in their schools and other 
places of assembly.”’ 

As the President’s proclamation expressly 
provided for “ general religious observances,” 
there can be no question that Friday, Oct. 21, is 
a legal holiday in New-York State as elsewhere. 
The President’s words are: 

“On that day let the people, so far as possible, 
cease from toil and devote themselves to such exer- 
cises 88 may best express honor to the discoverer 
anid their appreciation of the great achievemerts of 
four compieted centuries of American life, * * * 
In the churches and in the other places of assembly 
of the people let there be expressions of gratitude to 
Divine Providence for the devout faith of the discov- 
erer and for the Divine care and guidance which has 
— our history and so abundantly blessed our 
people.” 
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THE NEW CUNARD RACER.

HER ENGINES ARE ARRANGED ON A 
NEW METHOD TO GIVE SPEED, 


When the new Cunard racer Campania puts 
in an appearance next Spring she will be found 
to possess engines arranged in a novel fashion, 
and yet designed to develop 28,000 horse 
power. The arrangement of these engines was 
learned yesterday from Mr. Thomas Sewall, the 
Commodore Engineer of the White Star Line. 
Mr. Sewall says that the Campania’s engines 
are worked on the triple-expansion system, but 
that the forward and after cylinders are tan- 
dem. Inthe conveyance of steam the exhaust 
is from the two high-pressure cylinders on top 
of the forward and after oylinders to the inter- 
mediate cylinder, and thence to the forward 
and after lower cylinders. 

The high-pressure cylinders measure about 41 
inches in diameter, the intermediate cylinder 
90 inches, and the two low-pressure cylinders 
105 inches. Mr. Sewall said that if he had the 
privilege of ordering an engine built on the 
most modern and improved plan he could not 


ask for anything better than the Campania pos- 
sesses. Both sehipand engines are the work of 
George Elder & bons, England ‘the Campania 
will be run without the aid of forced draught. 
This is made possible by the liberal room al- 
lowed her boilers. 

Mr. Sewall states that the ventilation in the 
stokeholes of the new White Star steamships is 
now excellent. The temperature seldom rises 
above 100° Fahrenheit. This result has been 
brought about by the use of blower fans worked 
by an engine on the hurricane deck. The big 
Majestic and Teutonic are proving themselves 
wonderfully successful vessels in point of 
economy, judging from the little coal they now 
cousume. At this port the Majestic takes 
aboard only 1,900 tons of coal, and at the end 
of her voyage has ueually 300 tons in the bunk- 
ere untouched. 

The Pocahontas coal obtained here does not 
come up to the best Welch coal obtainable in 
LiverpooL This is an acknowledged fact on the 
part of all the prominent engineers engaged in 
the transatiantio trade. Itappears that the 
Union Navigation coal to be had in Liverpool is 
the best result-producing fuel known to engi- 
neers. Mr. Sewall states that he has found 93 
per cent. of carbon in this coal. It is the same 
1uel that the British Admiralty is stocking in 
its coal stations all over the world. 

Mr. Sewall views the intention of Commodore 
Melville to place 100-foot stacks in Cruiser No, 
3 as interesting and productive of good results, 
So far, hé says, as satisfactory results as desired 
have not been OvUtained from the Scott, the big 
10,000-ton British steamer running out to the 
Cape of Good. Hope. The stacks of the Scott 
are 98 feet high, and the best horse-power de- 
velopment is known to be 11,056. Still, 
in Mr. Sewall’s opinion, the Scott, if she has 
failed to develop the speed expected of her, can 
attribute the troubie to her engines.

IS OTIS GREYE ALIVE 
— 
CURIOUS INCIDENTS IN THE PRO- 
MOTER’S RECORD. 


QUITE POSSIBLE THAT HE 18 NOT 
DEAD, BUT HAS SIMPLY DISAP- 
PEARED—A STORY OF THREE SYN- 
DICATES WITH BARRELS OF MONEY 
—LAWYER FINLEY 18 GONE, TOO. 


It is now believed by many that Otis Greye, 
the promoter, who disappeared from the Fall 
River steamer Pilgrim some time on Saturday, 
Oct. 8, is alive. The theory is advanced that he 
had some reason for getting out of the way and 
that he neither met with foul play nor com- 
mitted suicide. Those who hold to this theory 
laugh at the idea of the'man walking off the 
boat in his sleep. They point to the fact that 
he arrived at the Fall River pier forty minutes 
before the steamer sailed, and had ample time 
to go to the stateroom he had engaged, arrange 
his effects about on the chairs and hooks, and 
then walk off before the steamer started. 

Mr. Greye, when he left his hotel for the 
river and when he bought his ticket, wore a 
light-colored suit of clothing. In the stateroom 
was found a dark- blue serge suit, alot of cheap 
underclothing, a silk hat, a traveling cap, and 
some other articles of wearing apparel. The light- 
colored clothing could not be found, nor the 
watch and chain he was known to wear, 
nor any money save $3.17. It is claimed that 
he was on his way to Boston to settle one of the 
numerous “promoting” schemes in which he 
was engaged, and that he had in the neighbor- 
hood of $2,000 in his possession. 

The Fall River officials are firm in the convic- 
tion that Greye never started on the trip up the 
Sound. Had he done so and disappeared while 
on the way, they maintain that he could not have 
met with foul play nor could he have come out 
of his stateroom and walked through the cabin 
while asleep and into the water. 

A remarkable circumstance is that Greye 
had at least three engagements in this city 
for Oct. 11. One of these was with the repre- 
sentatives of some timber land in North 
Carolina. He had agreed to purchase the prop- 
erty in the name of a syndicate and make over 
500,000 in payment. A second engagement, 
it is claimed, was with the owners of a stock- 
yard property in Canada, and here again a syn- 
dicate was to tigure and $50,000 be paid down. 


The third engagement was with Charles &. 
Philips, the tobacco man at 188 Pearl Street, to 
whom he was to pay $47,000 “ syndicate” 
money. Just who were in this syndicate Mr. 
Greye never made known. 

The owners of the North Carolina property, 
for whom Lawyer Austin E. Pressinger was 
acting, were unable tolearn who constituted 
the syndicate. They were satistied, however, 
that Greye was honest, and to inquiries 
then made respecting his reliability most satis- 
factory replies were received from the South 
and West. They are ataloss to know why Greye 
should disappear, and they can determine upon 
no source from which he might derive any 
money 80 far as their contract is concerned, ar- 
guing that no capitalist would trust money in 
the hands of a “ promoter” until some security 
had been furnished or the deeds of the property 
they were purchasing had been passed. 

In the transaction with Mr. Phiiips it does 
not appear that Greye could have realized any 
money which he might have desired to make 
way with, and the same can be said with refer- 
ence to the Canadian property, unless the cap- 
italists in the syndicate trusted him openly and 
were ready tu pay over thousands upon securi- 
ties that might in the end prove worthless. 

Mr. Philips explains his connection with 
Greye in this way: About two years ago he 
agreed to — from Col. D. H. Elliott, 
general land agent of the Associated Railway 
Laud Department of Florida, about 14,000 
acres of tobacco land. He paid a deposit on 
the property, the deeds were placed with a 
trust company, and notes were given to cover 
the balance of the price agreed upon. The land 
was found valuable in phosphates, and then it 
was that Greye and his attorney, H. H. Fin- 
ley, Who has an oftice in this city at 31 Broad 
Street, appeared in the matter. Greye said he 
represented a syndicate which stood ready 
to advance $200,000 upon the property in 
Florida which Mr. Philips olaimed he had 
bought. The offer was accepted and Greye was 
to have $60,000 ready on Oct. 11, $47,000, 
of which Mr. Philips says, he was going to turn 
over to Elliott. ‘*‘ Where 1 am concerned,” Mr. 
Philips said yesterday, “is that the man has 
failed to appear and I wantthe money. I can’t 
believe in any way Greye got the funds and 
made off with them.” 

Col. Elliott, who is with the Southern Express 
Company, said to be identified with the “ Asso- 
ciated Railway Land Department,” and who 
has an office at 12 West Twenty-third Street, 
said Philips called — him some time ago to buy 
the Florida land and he set a price, but heard no 
more about 1t until Finley appeared. From him 
he learned that a syndicate was ready to loan 
Philips money upon the property, and he again 
named a price, when Mr. Greye, representing 
the syndicate, came along. They agreed to 
terms, and the deed, according to Col, Elliott, 
was placedin the hands of the American Ex- 
chnge National Bank and was not to be passed 
until Philips had paid $47,000. This was the 
money expected from Greye on Oct. 11. 

Col. Elliott does not think that the promoter 
was in any way dishonest, and he believes that 
he has been made away with. 

Finley, who has acted with Greye in some of 
his business transactions, left town last Thurs- 
day andsaid he was going to Chicago and thence 
to Ann Arbor, Mich. ‘This fact, to the minds of 
some, looked suspicious, for, they argued, he 
should be deeply concerned in clearing up the 
Mystery surrounding Greye’s disappearance. 
Finley had his office with Clarence Kagle, who 
knew nothing about the business connections of 
his tenant. 

According to Superintendent Byrnes and In- 
spector McLaughlin, Greye is under an as- 
sumed name, his correct name being Phillips. 
They say he is a divorced man and has a second 
wife whom he does not support. Finley, they 
declare, is the man who was arrested here early 
in September, 1887, on the charge of defraud- 
ing Ebenezer Morgan of Groton, Conn. This 
Man went to headquarters and complained 
that he had been swindled out of $100,000 by 
Finley, formerly of Washington, then of Lon- 
don, England. When Finley came to this coun- 
try he was arrested, but afterward released 
upon the ground that the alleged crime had 
been committed in England. 

Finley, it was said yesterday, had an accident 
nsurance policy on the life of Greye for $5,000. 
On Oct. 3 he sent the application for the polivy 
to the Fidelity and Casualty Company properly 
made out and signed by Greyein favor of Fin- 
ley. This the beneficiary claimed was to make 
good a debt Greye owed him. The application 
was all right and Finley paid the first premium. 
Last week he sent a messenger for the cash on 
the policy, gaying Greys has been drowned oif 
the Pilgrim on the night of Oct. 8. The officers 
had heard nothing about such an accident and 
declined to pay the money without further in- 
vestigation. They have heard nothing from Mr. 
Finley since asking for further information. 

The Fall River officials yesterday opened the 
trunk Greye had taken to the dock. It was 
filled with old clothing and some stock certifi- 
cates inthe Phosphate Company of Plant City, 
Fla. The steamer Pilgrim’s detective, T. H. 
Agnew, has been working steadily on the case, 
both in Boston and New-York. He found a Mr. 
Maguire at 231 Washington Street, Boston, to 
whom Greye was to pay 60mMe money, and who 
gave the information that led to the belief that 
Greye atarted with at least $1,800. At this end 
of the line the detective has seen a number of 
friends and business associates of Greye. 
George Wisall of 18 Cortlandt Street, the 
detective said, was most anxious to find 
whether Greye did not have among his posses- 
sions some important papers bearing on the sale 
of the Three Rivers (Canada) stock yards to a 
syndicate. A. C. Romer of 280 Broadway, the 
detective says, told him that he had looked into 
Greye’s financial affairs and he had no rating 
whatever. 

Last week a well-dressed woman, whose name 
the detective would not divulge, called at the 
boat and told the officers that she was an inti- 
mate friend of Greye, whose home had been in 
Washington. He was a divorced man, and had 
until recently been engaged to a woman promi- 
nent in Brooklyn society. The match was 
broken off, however. The caller at the steam- 
er’s dock was partioularly anxious tolearn what 
had been found among Greye’s effects. 





Gray Gables Not for Sale.

The report doubtless arose 
from the owner’s desire to dispose of a small

r. Cleveland is in New-York for the campaign 
and, with his family, expects soon to occupy 
their house in Fifty-second Street as their Win- 
ter home.

SESSION AT 


Lessums, Bishop of Louisiana, conducted the 
religious exegcises opening the twelfth day’s 
session of thé piscopal General Convention. 

President Dix announced to the House of 
Deputies that under the rules no new business 
could be introduced after to-day except by a 
two-thirds vote of the house. 

Mr. Stinness of Rhode Isiand offered a resolu- 
tion for the appointment of a joint commission 
ofseven Bishops, seven clergymen, and seven 
laymen to prepare a standard Bible, to be based 
upon the Oxford edition of the King James 
version, with the apocryphal books and such 
emendations as may be considered necessary to 
& correct rendering of the same. Action on the 
Tesolution was deferred at the request of Mr. 
Stinness, 

The Rev. Dr. Elliott of Maryland presented a 
resolution and a petition to be addressed to the 
various Governments, in favor of arbitration of 
international differences. The resolution called 
for the adoption of the petition and its distribu- 
tion amoung the Christian societies to assemble 
at Chicago during the Columbian Exposition. 
The resolution was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Place for 
Holding the next General Convention was taken 
up. The Minnesota deputation wanted to sub- 
stitute Minneapolis for Saratoga. George C. 
Thomas of Philadelphia seconded the amend- 
ment. After some debate Denver was selected 
by a large majority. 

_The Rev. Dr. Davenport of the Committee on 
Canons, reported favorably on concurring with 
messages of the House of Bishops relative to 
appointing standing committees, to electing a 
Missionary Council, and other minor matters, 
which was done. 

The committees also favorably reported the 
resolution to allow professors in colleges, otti- 
cers of the Board of Missions and chaplains in 
the army and navy to exercise their clerical 
fuuctions without parochial limitations. It was 
objected to by Dean Hoffman of the General 
quecgent Seminary, and placed on the calen- 

Messages 50, 51,and 52 from the House of 
Bishops were read. The first informed the 
House of Deputies that the upper house had 
adopted an amendment to the canon on mar- 
riage and divorce; concurred in. The second 
related to the custody of the Prayer Book; con- 
curredin. The third authorized the Commission 
on the Hymnal to print in it the names of 
the authors of the hymns; referred to the com- 
mission. 

The order of the day—the report of the Com- 
mittee on Constitutional Amendment—was then 
taken up.

The specialties which led the business on yes- 
terday’s stock market were again the centres 
of activity to-day.

HuYi’s A TRIP TO CHINATOWN, 
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QUAY HAS NOT COME YET 
SEMI-OFFICIAL STATEMENT WHY 
HE STAYS AWAY, 


4FRAID THAT HIS PRESENCE WOULD 
BRING BAD ODOR ON THE NATIONAL 
COMMITTEE—NHE IS USING “DAVE” 
MARTIN AS A GRAPHOPHONE—JEAL-~ 
OUS OF MAGEE AND DALZELL. 


Matthew Stanley Quay, whose presence in 
this city has been awaited with interest for 
some days at Republican Headquarters, had not 
put in an appearance yesterday. From Repub- 
Moan sources it was learned yesterday that Mr. 
Quay might not come to New-York for some 
days, and some gave it out flat that the Penn- 
sylvanian had gone to his home in Beaver and 
would stay there the remainderof this week. 
Apparently his trip to this city “ for his health” 
has been postponed for an indefinite period. 

The recent talk that has been heard about 
Quay’s coming and the likelihood that as soon 
as he appeared the old corrupt methods which 
elected Harrison in 1888 would be put into op- 
peration to an extent even greater than they 
bave been by “ Dave” Martin and “ Blocks-of- 
One” Hackett has aroused various emotions 
in the breasts of the men who are conducting 
Mr. Harrison's campaign. 

Some protested that Quay’s appearance 
woulddo more harm than good. Chairman 
Carter, on the other hand, put down all this 
talk as a campaign ory to which he did not pro- 
pose to pay any attention. 

Just why Mr. Quay bas postponed his visit no 
one professes to know. Within the past six 
weeks there have been many stories as to the 
disposition of Senator Quay toward the Harri- 
son campsign. His bitterness against the 
President has been declared to be unabated, 80 
far as Mr. Harrison is personally soncerned, 
and certainly as regards himself and the Presi- 


dent he remains on the list as almost the only 
one of the old “bosses” who has not been 
“piacated.” But it was learned yesterday from 
Republican sources that Mr. Quay, following 
his own silent fashion, had been having & con- 
siderabie influence in the campaign, and had on 
more than one occasion given to Chairman Car- 
ter the benefit of his experience in conducting 
Dational political affairs. 

In discussing the possibilities of Mr. Quay’s 
coming to the National Headquarters this year, 
the following semi-oflicial statement was given 
to a TiMres reporter yesterday: 

“Itis not known by the National Committee 
when Mr. Quay will come to this city, or if he 
willcome ataill. Some days ago he was ex- 

ected in thiscity, and had he come, there would 
— been conferences between him and mem- 
bers of the National Committee. It is reason- 
ably certain that between now and election 
time Mr. Carter will see Mr. Quay, and they 
will discuss political affairs in which they are 
both interested. 

“Mr. Quay has heretofore in the campaign 
been asked to come to the National Headquar- 
ters by Chairman (arter, who has been anxious 
for his advice on campaign methods. Mr. Quay, 
however, has hesitated to come, in part for the 
reason thathe has judged that his presence 
Mear the headquarters would be misconstrued. 
He nas hesitated because he has thought that 
that portion of the public which is opposed to 
him and to bis political methods would at once 
raise a cry against him which would do more 
harm tothe Republican cause than could be offset 
by anything he might do to help the committee. 

“Chairman Carter has, notwithstanding this 
feeling on the part of Mr. Quay, asked him to 
come and help, telling him that he did not think 
any sentiment which could be manufactured 
because of his presence with the committee 
would do real injury to Mr. Harrison’s chances. 
While Mr. Quay has heretofore refused to come, 
he has communicated with Mr. Carter and 
given him many suggestions as to the conduct 
of the campaign. He has also sent Mr. Carter 
hia assurances that he is anxious to help him to 
the extent of his ability. 

«The communications between Mr. Quay and 
Mr. Carter have been through the medium of 
David Martin, Mr. Martin has, since the open- 
ing of the campaign, had numerous conferences 
with Mr. Quay, who has given him many hints 
ae to the wost successful means of conducting a 
eampaign, and Mr. Martin has reported to 
Chairman Carter. inthis way Mr. Quay has 
been to some extent a moving force in the cam- 
paigo. 

“Mr. Quay is anxious to meet Mr. Carter and 
other members of the committee, and should 
they come together between now andelection 
the principal topics under discussion will be the 
atfairs of especial interest to Mr. Quay in bis 
own State. There are some matters connected 
with Pennsylvania politics which Mr. Quay 
thinks may properly have a bearing on the 
national campaign, and which may be affected 
to some extent by the work of Chairman Car- 
ter and his associsies, and itis on these which 
Mr. Quay is anxious to have an understanding. 

“Mr. Quay may be in the city in a few days. 
There is no official information as to when he 
Will come, if he comes at ali.” 

The statement that Mr. Quay desires to confer 
with the National Committee on affairs in nis 
own State is supposed to have reference to his 
own chances of re-election to the Senate. His 
term expires on March 3. The foroes of Chris- 
topher S. Magee and Congressman John Dailzeil 
are said to be conspiring to defeat him. Possl- 
bly one reason for his desire to appear as an ad- 
junct of the committee is a wish to offset the 
prominence that Magee and Dalzell are obtain- 
ing. In other words, Quay is jealous.

VETERAN LOUD TURNS DEMOCRAT. 


HE CENSURES THE ADMINISTRATION’S 
TREATMENT OF OLD SOLDIERS. 


Past Commander George B. Loud of Grand 
Army Post No. 84, of Brooklyn has heretofore 
been astanuch Republican. Now he is out forthe 
election of Cleveland and Stevenson. He is one 
ofthe editors of the Home and Country Maga- 
zine. 

He has been ready to come out for Cleveland 
for some time, aud was particularly anxious to 


do so after he saw the way in which the Repnub- 
lican Party treated Grand Commander Palmer 
of the Grand Army in his effort to get the Con- 
gressional nomination in Albany.

ng little attention to veterans, except on 

paper. The Republican Party, as far as the 
Administrations of Presidents Harrison and 
Hayes are concerned—and I refer more particu- 
larly to the Southern States—bas done noth- 
ing, comparatively, for Federal soldiers. 

*“*Only recently two Union soldiers were re- 
moved from the United Stutes Mint at New- 
Orleans, andin connection with them the New- 
Orleans Kepudblican makes this comment: 

“ «These two ex-Union soldiers are both loyal Re- 
publicans, and have written assurances of the Mint 
Buperintendent that their work was entirely satis- 
factory.’ 

**At Pensacola, Fla., all appeais for recogni- 
tion by Union veterans have been ignored, and 
the Collector of Customs of that city, when ap- 
pointed three years ago, openjy declared that 
no Union soldier should hold office under him. 
Linformed President Harrison of this, but the 
matter has been ignored. 

“A one-legged soldier, Henry F. Wilkins, was 
employed in the General Land Office at Wash- 
ington for fifteen years. He was removed, and 
all the appeals of the veterans of the Union in 
Washington, D. C., to have the one-legged sol- 
dier reinstated have been ignored by Secretary 
of the Interior Nobile. 

“A Union soldier desired the appointmént of 
Postmaster at Hot Springs, Ark., and civil serv- 
ice entitled him to it by promotion, he having 
served four years in the Post Office. Notwith- 
atanding all the indorsements of the Grand 
Army of the Republic of Hot Springs on behalf 
of the soldier, President Harrison sent a lady 
trom Kentucky as Postmistress to that city. 

“The foregoing are but a few of the many 
cpses of which I have a personal knowledge.”

A CLERGYMAN’S VIEWS. 


DR. RAINSFORD TELLS WHY HE SHALL 
VOTE FOR MR. CLEVELAND. 


At Ridgefield, Conn., Saturday night, the lo- 
cal Democratic club had arally. The Rev. Dr. 
Rainsford of St. George's Church, this city, was 
asked to make an address, gnd he did so. Speak- 
ing of this yesterday, he said: 

‘‘T was very glad to speak. I do not think 
that because a man is a clergyman he abrogates 
his duties as a citizen. I never made a political 
speech before, but shall not refuse to make 
more if I should be asked to. 

“I said that it was the moral question con- 
cerned that made me vote the Democratio 
ticket. I believe that we are carrying out the 
command of the Highest when we strive not to 
lead men into temptation. As men are not yet 
angels, they will consider their material bene- 
fite, in business and in politics. I do not charge 
any individuals of a great party with bribery, 


but when any system of administration builds 
up under ite protection such colossal interests 
as corporations of to-day possess, We oan ex- 
pect nothing but that the men concerned will 
strive to protect such interests. They stand 
ready to throw temptation in the way of men, 
so that they themselves may continue in their 
prosperity. 

“I also took up the Force bill on a similar 
line. I do not believe that any interference 
with State rights in the matter of the ballot is 
right. It means a perpetuation of the system 
of protection to monopolies. It prevents the 
enavtment of educational qualifications to the 
right of suffrage and allows the voting power 
to reside in the ignorant, purchasable masses, 
largely immigrants, that are rapidly increasing. 
There is a fiood of these ignorant immigrants 
constantly coming. The power to vote is given 
them and they don’t understand in the least 
whatitis. They are completely in the power 
of those who need their votes. A perpetuation 
of the Administration that favors the Force 
bill. favors protection, needs the votes of the 
ignorant multitude, means keeping the door 
wide open for this stream of cheap humanity to 
enter. 

“There has been enough of this. Old issues 
are dead. This is an educational campaign. 
There is not much hurrahing and shouting, 
but a great deal of thinking. The platitudes of 
the Declaration of Independence are dead now. 
We have had enough of liberty. What we 
want now is unity. It is a matter of human 
advancement, of education. Thinking men 
appreciate it, and others are feeling uneasy. 

hey know there isgsomething they want. It 
is progress along social, political, educational 
lines. And they are ail paraliel.” 


IT DISGUSTS IRISHMEN. 


THE BOLD BID WHICH REPUBLICANS 
MAKE FOR THEIR VOTE. , 


The Irish-American Democratic Union has 
just issued a circular which calls attention to 
certain facts. Included in it is a statement 
whioh cannot be denied either by Whitelaw Reid 
or Col. Elliott F. Shepard. If they try to do so 


the files of their own papers will belie them. 
The statement is as follows: 

“The New-York 7ribune when edited by Horace 
Greeley, a man of Irish descent, was a journal of lib- 
eral ideas and free from race or religious prejudice. 
Under the management of Whitelaw Reid, Repub- 
lican candidate for Vice President, its London corre- 
spondent, Mr. Smalley, was permitted to use the most 
offensive expressions against the Irish people and 
the cause of home rule, and at one time maintained a 
column headed ‘Crimes of Irishmen,’ under which 
were gathered offenses committed by persons all over 
the country whose names had an irish sound. Vice 
President Morton, who was in sympathy with the 
Irish people, has been ‘turned down,’ by the Repub. 
licans and Whitelaw Reid put in his place. The 
Tribune now professes friendship for Irishmen and 
is solicitous lest Ireland’s old-time enemy, England, 
should be assisted by Irish-Americans supporting 
the Democratic ticket. 

“The Afatl and Express, which professes to be a 
personal organ of President Harrison, never missed 
an opportunity to insult Irishmen and Catholics in 
its columns, as all who reside in New-York are well 
aware. 

“Trish-Americans, when you read the foregoing 
you must be convinced that from the earliest days 
of the Republic to the present time, the Democratic 
Party, which has been in continuous existence, has 
been the friend and protector of citizens of Irish 
birth, while the Federalists, Whigs, Know-Nothings, 
and Republicans, all ——— of the Democratic 
Party, sought to curtailand deprtve them of their 
privileges as citizens.”

GROWING RAPIDLY. 


THOUSANDS JOINING THE WHOLESALE 
DRY GOODS DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 


“Ina few days our enrollment list will be 
practically a directory of the dry goods houses 
and the dry goods men of this city.” 

That is the good word given out at 384 Broad- 
way, where the wholesale dry goods men have 
established Cleveland and Stevenson head- 
quarters. The headquarters opened on Satur- 
day. The enrollment commenced on Monday 
evening. In 1888 the organization enrolled the 
names of 13,000 voters. This year it is expect 
ed that 2,000 to 3,000 more will be enrolled. 

Those who have the work of enrollment in 
hand declare that the increase over last year’s 
13,000 will come alike from employers and 
employes. Inspite of all that has been said 
about prosperity in the dry goods trade under 


the operations of the McKinley bill there has 
been nothing to warrant the claim. Retrench- 
ment in expenses is not an indication of pros- 
perity, and there has been retrenchment all 
around. Itis pretty hard to convince a sales- 
man, whose earnings are soon to be greatly 
reduced under the agreement entered into by 
several large houses, as has been related in THE 
TIMES, that matters in the trade are running as 
he would like to have them. 

There will be another big meeting at the head- 
quarters between 12 and 2 o’clock to-day. At 
the tirst meeting, held there last Saturday, the 
headquarters would not hold the crowd that 
wanted to hear the speech of Frederic R. Cou- 
dert. Ex-Govy. Campbell of Ohio will be the 
principal speaker to-day. Meetings will be held 
every Wednesday and Saturday, between 12 
and 2 o’clock, from now until election. 

Any dry goods house that desires to get a 
blank form for signatures can do so by sending 
to the headquarters.

When 
the doors were opened it was given out that, as 
Conlan and Ramsay seemed to have acted 
honestly in the matter, the board would not re- 
move them from office. It was the opinion of 
the board, however, that they should have 
organized and proceeded to business.

THEIR PLANS DISCOVERED. 


REPUBLICANS TRYING TO GAIN VOTES 
IN THIS STATE BY COLONIZATION. 


The Democratic National Committee has in- 
formation that efforts are being made to colo- 
nize a large number of negroes in various parts 
of this State, especially in the interior. The 
plan is to have them sent in small 
groups and distributed in as many election dis- 
tricts as possible. They are to be hired as 


coachmen, farm hands, &c., in the country, and 
as laborers in the smaller cities, towns and 
villages. 

It is stated by the Democratic managers that 
“Dave” Martin and those assisting him, in- 
cluding Charles E. Voorhees and Joseph 

Ash, as well as some men who 
have been employed in the office of 
Sheriff Horatio Connell of Philadelphia, all 
widely known in Philadelphia as politicians of 
the Martin school, can tell more of the plans 
than they care to. When asked about the mat- 
ter Chairman W. F. Harrity of the Democratic 
National Committee said: 

“ We have some advices as to the movements 
of quite a number of these negroes, many of 
whom are tocome from Philadelphia. We are 
also advised of the actions of a number of white 
men who are suspected of an intention to come 
to New-York with the view of aiding the Repub- 
lican managers in their desperate eftort t 
carry New-York State for Mr. Harrison. 

“So far as New-York City is concerned,” con- 
tinued Mr. Harrity, ‘‘ District Attorney De Lan- 
cey Nicoll and Superintendent Byrnes will be 
able to give those who may oome here to 
violate the law a warm reception. As to 
the interior of the State, proper precau- 
tions have been taken, I am assured, to prevent 
any illegal voting from being done. All the 
plans of the Republican managers to nullify the 
willof the people will come to naught, and 
New-York will give her Electoral vote to Mr. 
Cleveland by a decisive majority. 

“The recent ‘scare’ attempted to be made 
by David Martin was evidently done for the

I have positive information that carloads of men 
are being shipped into every county in this State, 
whites and blacks, for the purpose of colonization. 
You should warn Democrats to be on the lookout 
for such people, and insist that Democratic

FORAKER PLEASED THE PEOPLE. 


HE SAID FUNNY THINGS AND MADE A 
LIGHT MATTER OF POLITICS. 


Ex-Gov. Foraker of Ohio, introduced by Presi- 
dent James A. Blanchard of the Republican Club 
as ‘‘a man who had no love for the rebel flag,” 
went to the front of the Cooper Union stage 
last evening to be greeted by the plaudits 
of an audience of Republican enthusl- 
asts who filled the hall to _  overflow- 
ing. The meeting was a striking contrast 
to the one heldin the same hall a week ago, 
uuder the auspices of the same club, when Sen- 


ator John Sherman spoke to so few people that 
the seats were only half ocoupied. For nearly 
two hours Mr. Foraker talked, but even with 
that the crowd yelled for more until he was 
obliged to go to the front again and talk for 
another fifteen minutes. 

The opening of the speech was something of a 
setback to thecrowd. They could hardly under- 
stand it when Mr. Foraker said that in 1890 and 
1891 the Democratic Party gained a most un- 
expected and overwhelming series of victories 
throughout the country. These victories, to- 
gether with the coming into existence 
of the People’s Party, which, where it 
had strength, seemed to be a detriment 
to the Republicans and an ally to the 
Democrats, left matters in such a state that no 
thinking Republican could see hope of victory 
for his party in this Presidential election. All 
this was changed now though, the speaker said, 
aud then the audience realized that in his to 
them gloomy opening he had only been indulg- 
ing in a littie joke. 

Getting down to the tariff question, Mr. For- 
aker said that nobody need talk now for the 
McKinley bill. It was doing its own talking. 
The question now was not whether there was 
to be a high tariff or a low tarilf, but 
whether there was to be mp ! tariff 
at all The Democrats now ad = = de- 
clared that the tariff was unconstitutional. 
Mr. Foraker went on to name all the statesmen 
who had pronounced the tariif for protection 
constitutional, and when he mentioned Blaine’s 
name the crowd went crazy with delight. ‘“ He 
should have been nominated!” shouted some- 
body in the hall, and there was a wiid cheer. 

Speaking of labor disturpances of recent 
times, notably that at Homestead, as it was 
said that the trouble was the result of the pro- 
tective system, he said: 

« Let us admit, for the sake of argument, that 
there are more strikes under the protective 
system than there would be withoutit. You 
can only have strikes when men are called to 
labor, and not when they are being driven out 
of it. They had nothing to strike for in the 
days when we had free trade in this country. 
But for protection you never would have heard 
of a Homestead in America.”’ 

Speaking of the wayin which the country had 

rospered under protection, he said: “It has 

een well said thatthe gates of Castle Garden 
always swing inand neverswing outward. Who 
ever heard ofa pooriman leaving the United 
States to better his condition? Instead, the 
poor of all the nations of the world come here to 
better themselves. Thisis because the Repub- 
lican Party has established a high protective 
system, and we do not propose to reduce it for 
Great Britain, France, Germafty, Texas, South 
Carolina, or any other foreign country.”’

PESHALL PUT IN A HOLE, 


_ 
HIS ARGUMENT FOR THE BALLOT-BOX 
STUFFERS IRREGULAR. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 18.—Lawyer Peshall, the 
irrepressible counsel for the Jersey City ballot- 
box stuffers now in the State prison, found him- 
selfin an embarrassing position this afternoon 
in the United States Cirouit Court at the argu- 
ment on his new application for a writ of 
habeas corpus for Moschell, Fallon, and Hart, 
the three principal ballot-box stuffers who are 
making a test case. 

Prosecutor Winfield of Hudson County and 
George M. Robeson were the counsel on the 
other side. 

Peshall read for over an hour his brief on the 
history of the right of habeas corpus. He said 
he could quote a case 2,000 years old, and he 
put his hand in his bag and drew from ita Bible, 
saying that he would cite a habeas corpus case 


on appeal. He then read the chapters on Paul 
of Taraus before Festus, when Paul announced 
that he would appeal to Cesar. 

During the reading of his lengthy brief 
Peshall was several times interrupted because 
ef the irrelevancy of his expressions and cita- 
tions. 

Peshall made some uncomplimentary remarks 
in reference to Judge Lippincott, which Prose- 
cutor Winfield resented, and before the Judge 
could express his disapproval Peshali apolo- 
gized. Judge Green asked him the direct ques- 
tion. whether he claimed that the men in the 
State prison were taken there by the order of 
Judge Lippincott, when he said, ‘‘ Convey these 
men to the State prison, but take no notice of 
any writs on the way.” 

eshall said if he had time he would show 
that the commitments had been dated two years 
ahead and were fraudulent; but Judge Green 
insisted on a direct answer. Theu the Judge 
asked him what he claimed in his petition. 

The Judge picked up the petition which lay 
on the desk, looked at it, and to bis surprise 
found that it was the petition presented to 
Judge Acheson at Pittsburg. He interrupted 
Pesball and said: 

“This petition is addressed to Judge Acheson 
and not tothe court. It is addressed to him in- 
dividually; he has already heard, passed upon 
it, and disposed of it, and i should certainly be 
sitting in ‘error if I passed any judgment on this 
petition. You are not regularly before the 
court. However, I will allow you to proceed 
with your brief.” At the conelusion of Mr. 
Peshall’s argument Prosecutor Winfield picked 
up his things and said he had nothing to sa 
because the case was not before the court an 
no petition had been in this separate applica- 
tion, and there was nothing for him to answer. 

Peshall said that while he had filed no petition 
he had acted according to what was the prac- 
tice of other States, and if the court would 
allow him he would file a separate petition to 
the courts. 

Prosecutor Winfield said that since Peshall 
always insists on technicalities he must be 
technical in this case, but that he should make 
no argument until Peshall files his petition. With 
that the Prosecutor left the room, followed by 
Mr. Robeson. 

Judge Green said he would take Peshall’s 
brief and consider his argument on the petition 
that is to be filed, and that he would appoint a 
time when Prosecutor Winfield might state his 
case.

SALE OF THE ST, CLOUD HOTEL.

PURCHASED BY JOHN JACOB ASTOR FOR 
$850,000—PROPERTY INVOLVED. 


The announcement is made of the sale of the 
8t. Cloud Hotel, at the corner of Broadway and 
Forty-second Street, for $850,000. Messrs. Tim 
& Co., successors to Morris B. Baer & Co., were 
the agents of the transaction, which was a4 pri- 
vate negotiation, in the interest of the seller, D. 
Willis James, a member of the firm of Phelps, 
Dodge & Co. The purchaser was John Jacob 
Astor. 

The St. Cloud Hotel was built in 1868 by Mr. 
James, and, with the exception of one year, it 
has been under the management of the Rand 
Brothers, experienced hotel proprietors, who 
came from Boston in 1870. 

The land upon which the hotel was built was 
originally the Metzef Eden farm and at the time 
of the hotel’s building 15 was regarded ass 
risky venture on account of ita distance from 
all other hotels of the city. It was believed, 
however, that its neighborhood to the Grand 
Central Railway Station, then in process of 
erection, would favor its success, which proved 
— An a. 

n on to the hotel proper, the property 
includes two four-story beewnetene beans ad- 
joining on Forty-second Street and a narrow va- 
cant plot in the rear on Forty-first Street. The 
entire plot comprehends a front of 102 feet 6 
inches on Broadway, 185 feet on Forty-second 
Street, and 16 feet on Forty-first Street. 

The purchaser, Mr. Astor, has no intention at 
present of rebuilding or in any wise altering the 

roperty. It was bought merely as a real-estate 

uvestment for surplus funds,in accordance 
with the well-known policy of the Astorsa, and 
the present hotel propriefors will continue to 
run the St. Cloud on the same lines as in the 
past few years. 


MR. SHERRILI’S OFFICE SAFE, 
—_—_—_—_—_. 
THE COURT OF APPEALS SETTLES THE 
DUTCHESS COUNTY CASE. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Oct. 18.—In 1891 Isaac 
W. Sherrill was the Republican candidate for 
the office of Treasurer of Dutchess County. 
Frank Hasbrouck was the Democratic candi- 
date. The election was involved in the fraudu- 
lent action of the Dutchess County Board of 
Supervisors, although the interest in the 
case of the stealing of the seat of the dead 
Senator Deane has so overshadowed it that not 
much attention has been paid to it. 

The eighteen “ quad-marked” members of the 
Board of Supervisors undertook to count out 
Mr. Sherrill by the same fraudulent practice 


applied to the vote for Osborne and Deane. A 
writof mandamus siioliar to that granted in 
the Deane case was issued by Judge Karnard at 
Special Term,requiring the Board of Canvassers 
to correct their canvass in the particulars in 
which the fraudulent mistake complained of 
had ocourred. This resulted in Mr. Sherrill’s 
election by a majority of 24. Mr. Hasbrouck 
afterward applied to the Supreme Court 
for a writ of mandamus, under Section 31 of 
the election laws, requiring certain ballots 
which had been coast for Sherrill and had been 
challenged as marked for identification to be 
exoluded from the count. The writ was granted, 
but when the return to it was made it was 
quashed by Judge Barnard on the ground that 
the relator had shown no right to the relief he 
sought. On appeal to General Term this judg- 
ment was approved, and from that judgment 
Hasbrouck appealed to the Court of Appeals. 
To-day the latter dismissed the appeal. This 
finally confirms Mr. Sherrill’s title to the office.

District Attorney Nicoll yesterday issued the 
following proclamation in regard to elections 
and election frauds: 

To Whom it May Concern: 

Whereas, By the laws of this State the acts here- 
inbelow enumerated are, among others, declared to 
be crimes against the elective franchise, punishable 
by fine and imprisonment, namely: 

Registration without lawful qualification, or regis- 
tration in more than one election district, or aiding 
or abetting such registration. 

Knowingly voting or offering to voto when not 
qualified therefor, or procuring, aiding, assisting, 
commanding, or advising any person to go or come 
into any election district for the purpose of voting, 
knowing that such person is not qualified. 

Voting or offering to vote more than once in any 
election district or place where the offender does not 
reside, Or procuring, alding, assisung, commanding, 
or advising another to vote, or offer to vote, knowing 
that such person is so disqualified. _ . i 

Willtully and unlawfully obstructing, hindering or 
@elaying, or aiding or assisting in obstructing or 
delaying auy votcron his way to @ polling place 
or while he is attempting to vote. ; 

Electioneering on election day within a polling 
place, or in a public street or room, or in any publio 
manner within 150 feet of a polling place.

Whereas, There is reason to believe that certain 
vicious and criminally-minded persons within the 
criminal jurisdiction of this county have prepared to 
violate at the coming general election certain of the 
Penal Statutes above set forth by subscribing and 
furnishing moneys upon the understanding, express 
or implied, that the same are to be used to influence 
voters in the exercise of the elective franchise, or to 
induce voters torefrain from the exercise thereof in 
the manner prohibited by law, and that certain 
other vicious and criminally-minded persons have 
received and are now receiving, and propose, in 
divers indirect and subtile ways, to disburse and use 
the moneys so subscribed and furnished for the un- 
lawful and corrupt purposes aforesaid, and that, in 
furtherance of and to facilitate the commission of 
these intended crimes, the said vicious and criminal- 
ly-minded persons and othere, at their instigation 
and procurement, are engaged in the perpetration 
of offenses against the laws relating tothe registra- 
tion of electors; and, 

Whereas, By the laws of this State a specific duty 
is imposed upon the District Attorney of the County 
of New-York immediately to prosecute all viola- 
tions of the election laws triable in the county to a 
final judgment, 

Now, therefore, I, De Lancey Nicoll, District At 
torney of the County of New-York, in obedience to 
the mandate of statute in such case made and pro- 
vided, and in the performance of the duty thereby 
imposed upon me, do hereby direct the attention of 
electors of the City and County of New-York, and of 
all cood citizens. to the provisions of said statutes, 
and in particular to those parts thereof hereinabove 
pet forth, and I do hereby request all persons having 
knowledge of any violation of said statutes, or of any 
contemplated violation thereof, to make complaint 
thereof to the duly-constituted committing magis- 
trates of this city, or to myself as District Attorney, 
in order that the offenders may be duly proceeded 
against according to law;

STEEL STEAMERS. 


THEY WILL SOON BE ADDED TO THE 
MORGAN STEAMSHIP LINE. 


It was announced yesterday at the {offices of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding Company that 
two new ateel steamers would shortly be turned 
out from the yard of that establishment for the 
Morgan Steamship Line. One of the two new 
vessels has been designated El Rio. The sec- 
ond vessel is still known as No.6. Thespeed 
of the new ships will be a maintained sea speed 
of sixteen knots per hour. This speed, it is cal- 
culated, can be obtained on 3,800 horse power. 
The two ships are sisters. Their prinoipal di- 
mensious are: Length over all, 406 feet; beam, 
48 feet, and molded depth, 23 feet 9 inches. 
Each ship will meaeure in gross tonnage 4,600 
tons.

In making the change the Morgan people do so 
merely to keep abreast of the present tendency 
to redace spars.

A SQUABBLE OVER THE BOARD OF ED- 

UCATION—VARIOUS SUMS ALLOWED. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
continued its work of considering the city’s 
budget for 1893 in the Mayor's office yesterday. 
The estimate of the Commissioners of Charities 
and Correction was first taken up. It was fixed at 
$2,196,525. President Porter and Commission- 
er Sheehy asked for $2,649,540 as the least pos- 
sible amount with which the department could 
get along, but the board cut down the salary 
list $75,000; supplies and maintenance, $26U,- 
000, and the item for new buildings $110,000. 
The total showed an increase of $26,000 over 
the allowance for the present year. The Com- 
missioners of the department were pleased with 
the permission granted them to spend a special 
appropriation of $9,000 in new mattresses for 
the insane wards. President Barker of the Tax 


Department favored an increase in the per 
capita expenditure for insane patients, which 
is now $2.79 a week, but the Mayor objected 
and the suggestion was dropped. 

Some of the appropriations for this depart- 
ment were as follows: For salaries, $629,825; 
for supplies, $1,409,000; for alterations and re- 
pairs, $65,000; poor adult blind, $20,000; coal 
distributed to poor, $20,000; construction of 
new buildings, $27,500, 

The members of the Board of Education were 
not popular with the Commissioners. Mayor 
Grant said to President Hunt: ‘As you have 
not complied with the law and submitted your 
estimate in time, this board cannot consider the 
expenditure of over $4,000,000 with due con- 
sideration.”’ 

Commissioner Barker said: “This estimate 
came to me this morning. The Board of Educa- 
tion seems to be a law unto itself. It defies the 
law and we are delayed in performing our duties 
by its negligence.” President Hunt said that 
he had done the best he could in preparing his 
estimates. 

“The responsibility for this error rests en- 
tirely with the President and his olerk,” putin 
Commissioner Lummis. 

* Nosuch thing, Sir!’ shouted President Hunt. 
“You have no right to make such a statement. 
If there was any delay, it was caused by the 
Finance Coimwittee.”’ 

The Board of Estimate paid no attention to 
this family quarrel, and tixed the sum to be 
turned over for educational purposes at $4,448,- 
355.64, the same amount granted for the our- 
rent year. 

The board authorized President Dana of the 
Park Board to go ahead and cover with con- 
crete the bottom of the Central Park pond at 
Fifty-ninth Street, the cost not to exceed 
$25,000. It also allowed $3,600 for repairing 
the Madison Avenue bridge and og of a 
contract with P. Gallagher for building a new 
schoo)house in Forty-sixth Street, west of Sixth 
Avenue, to cost $149,325. 

To-day the board will consider the estimates 
of the Police and Fire Departments.

BOUGHT THE CANBY HERBARIUM. 


——_ 
THE COLLEGE OF PHARMACY SECURES 
A COLLECTION OF GREAT VALUE, 


Two weeks ago the College of Pharmacy of 
the City of New-York secured the famous Canby 
collection of botanical specimens, after several 
weeks of negotiation with the owner, Mr. Canby, 
the well-known botanist of Baltimore. 

The collection is said to be the largest and 
most complete herbarium in the United States. 
There are over 60,000 specimens in the collec- 
tion, and every specimen is beautifully mount- 
ed. The value of the collection is placed at 


$20,000, but as Mr. Canby, whois now a very 
old man, desired to dispose of it, the College of 
Pharmacy secured it at a much lower figure. 

The herbarium is now in Baltimore, but it is 
destined to occupy a series of rooms in the new 
College of Pharmacy now in process of erection 
on Sixty-eighth Street, near the Boulevard. In 
the meantime the collection will be stored in 
the present college building at 209 East Twenty- 
third Street. 

Last evening there wasa large gathering of 
botanical enthusiasts, pharmacopists, and 
students of pharmacy at the college building, 
when an entertaining description of the Canby 
Herbarium was given by Prof. H. H. Rusby of 
the College of Pharmacy. He said that the 
Canby Uerbarium was not only one of the best 
collections of botanical life he knew of, but it 
was especially adupted to the uses of a college 
of pharmacy, as all the medicinal herbs from 
which come the essential drugs are represented 
in it. 

This, together with its present collection of 
56,00U0 botanical specimens, Prof. Rusby said, 
places the College of Pharmacy in possession 
of alarger library of botanical specimens, in 
point of numbers, than any other college in the 
country, apd the third largestin point of indi- 
vidual specimens. 








TO BEAT NATHAN’S CANDIDATE, 


BY THE RIVAL FACTION THAT 
MEANS DEMOCRATIC GAINS. 


The opposition among Brooklyn Republicans 
to the rule of “ Boss”’ Nathan is not to be con- 
fined to mere mouthings, but the opposition 
leaders will endeavor to defeat Nathan's candi- 
date for Assembly in the Sixteenth Assembly 
District, Arnold H. Wagner.

The Republicans of the Tenth Assembly Dis- 
trict yesterday nominated Edward R. Clark. 
Clark is a Democrat and was after the Demo- 
cratic nomination, but did not getit. He in- 
tended to runas an independent, but the Ke- 
publicans took him up, hoping in that way to 
mislead a few Democrats into voting the 
straight Republican ticket.

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LETTER OF THE REPUBLICAN VICE 
PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE. 


UPHOLDS THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF 
A PROTECTIVE TARIFF, AND FEARS 
A SHOCK TO BUSINESS SHOULD DE- 
MOCRACY TRIUMPH—INCREASED 
WAGES — SOUND CURRENCY DE- 
CLARED A REPUBLICAN MEASURE. 


Whitelaw Reid has sent the following letter of 
acceptance to W. T. Durbin of Anderson, Ind., 
Chairman of the committee appointed to notify 
him of his nomination as Republican candidate 
for the Vice Presidency of the United States: 


DEAK SIR: When the nomination with which the 
National Convention had honored me was formally 
announced by your committee, i acoepted it at once. 
In doing 60 I accepted also the principles set forth 
in the resolutions adopted by the convention as the 
basis of its appeal to the popular suttrage. 

To do other or less than this is, to any honorable 
man, an impossibility. A political party is an asso- 
ciation of citizens seeking to have the Government 
conducted in accordance with its views and pre- 
senting candidates whom it strives to elect for that 

urpose. ‘To accept ita nomination without intend- 
ng to carry out its principles would be as dishonora- 

ble and as criminal as to procure goods under false 
pretenses. 

There will _be no misunderstanding as to the pur- 
pease of the Republican Party in this contest, and no 

oubt as to the attitude of its candidates. What it 
intends it has set forth in language that cannot be 
mistaken; and they will strive, by all the lewful 
means in their power, to enforce its plainly expressed 
will, Since my interview with your committee, fur- 
ther retiection and careful attention to the argu- 
ments on both sides in the current public discussion 
have confirmed my belief in the wisdom of the Re- 
publican declarations, as well as in the lucid candor 
with which they have been presented. 

The party platforms—so-called—are more impor- 
tant this year than usual. Both the leading candi- 
dates have once commanded the approval of the 
American people in its highest form of expression. 
Attention is therefore concentrated less on the men 
themselves and more on the bend each is put 
forward to represent, and would, in case of election, 
be required to carry out, 

The declarations of our opponents demand a atill 
closer scrutiny, since their victory now would give 
them the first opportunity they have had since 1859 
to put in practice their policy. Never, since that 
date, have they had control at once both in the ex- 
ecutive and the legislative department of the Gov- 
ernment. This year the election of a President 
clearly carries with it majorities in both houses of 
Congress. 

It is obvious that, in the common judgment of the 
eopie in all parts of the country, the really vital 
ssues Which this year divide parues and demand a 

popular decision, are those relating to the tariff and 
the currency. Fortunately, both sides have stated 
their positions on these subjects with directness, 
simplicity, and frankness. ‘The issues thus made 


. between the rival candidates for the popular suf- 


frage are specially sharp and distinct. 

We cover @ protective tariff, and, when in full 
power, made the presentone. Uur opponents favor 
a tariff for revenue only and promise a repeal of the 
present one. 

We maintain that the tariff should cover the differ- 
ence in the cost of the home and foreign product 
caused by the difference in the home and foreign 
wages for the labor employed upon it. Our op- 
ponents distinctly repudiated the proposition that 
American wages should be considered in the 
matter, and declared tari? 
levied for anything but 
unconstitutional As the London Times of 
Sept. very naturally remarked: “This 
policy, if fairly and logically carried out, is not 
to be distinguished from free trade in the prac- 
ticai form in which we are familiar with it. * * * 
If protective duties are unconstitutional, as was as- 
serted at Chicago, no financial legerdemain can pro- 
duce any other ‘readjustment’ than that which 
would naturally follow the removal of all imposts 
tending to bolster up particular branches of indus- 
try and commerce,” 

Should the American people now choose the Re- 
publican candidates, a tariit woald stand, 
or, when amended, would only be so changed as to in- 
sure a closer conformity in practice to the principles 
on which it was made. 1f our opponents should be 
chosen, their Congress is = to the repeal of the 
present tariff aud to the adoption of one arranged for 
revenue only, and their Executive is pledged to the 

doctrine that a tariif having regard aiso for Amer- 
ican wages is unconstitutional, so that the only new 
one that could escape the Presidential veto must be 
ot the kind which the London 7imes considers equiv- 
alent to free trade. 

We maintain thatthe present tariff has worked 
well; that it has developed American manufactures, 
steadied and increased American wages, and pro- 
moted the general prosperity. Our opponents deny 
that there has been any increase of prosperity under 
the present taritf, declare that wages have been re- 
duced, and denounce the Kepublican policy which, 
as they say, fosters no other industry so much as that 
of the Sheriff. 

We favor the system by which, when we think the 
country ready tor the reduction or abolition of 
duties, we insist upon getting corresponding and re- 
ciprocal advantages from foreign countries as the 
condition of their enjoying these advantages in our 
own markets, Our go denounce this reciproc- 
ity as a sham, and therefore interentially pledge 
themselves to its repeal 

‘The sharp issues thus presented for the decision of 
the American people cover more comprehensively 
and more specifically than ever before the whole 
range of considerations relating to a protective 
tarif—its constitutionvality, its expediency, its rela- 
tion to wages, its practical workings,and the ques- 
tion whether, as it ia from time to time reduced, we 
should throw away the advantages thus extended to 
foreign nations or should get something in return for 
them. 

The constitutionality of a protective tariff has 
heretofore been thought established. A tariff bill 
avowedly for “the encouragement and protection 
of manufactures"’ was carried through the 
First Congress by James Madison and was 
signed by George Washington. A third of 
a century later, Andrew Jackson, in a mes- 
sage to Congress (Dec. 7, 1830,) maintaining 
the constitutionality of the protective system, said: 
* In this conclusion lam contirmed as well by the 
opinions of Presidents Washington, Jefferson, Madi. 
son, and Monroe, who have each repeatedly 
recommended the exercise of this right under 
the Constitution, as by the uniform practice 
of Congress, the continued acquiescence of 
the States, and the general understanding of 
the people.” To this testimony from the men 
who made the Constitution, and from the father of 
the modern Democratic Party, may be added that of 
the latest high authority of that party on consatitu- 
tionallaw, the Hon. George Ticknor Curtis, who 
has recently said: *‘In cummon with many other 
Democrats, I cannot subscribe to the doctrine 
that a protective tariff is unconstitutionaL * * * 
In drafting and votin for this resolu. 
tion, the members either showed dense 
ignorance of American —- history or they 
manifested a purpose to Win votes by deceiving the 
voters. I cannot, at the bidding of these gentlemen, 
uniearn the lessons of my whole life. * * * If 1 
cannot Claim to be an authority on such subjecta, I 
Can point out toothers the true sources from which 
to derive interpretations of the Constitution, * * * 
They are to be found in the interpretations given by 
the First Congress, by Washington's Adwinistra- 
tion, Zand by the succeeding Administrations of 
Jetterson, Madison, John Quincy Adama, and Jack- 
son.” 

The expediency of a protective tariff has been vin- 
dicated by the experience of the past thirty years— 
the most wonderful period of tinaucial success over 
unheardof dilficulties in the record of modern civiliza- 
tion. Under it and by its aid the Kepuvlican manage- 
ment of our finances has resulted in the largest pay- 
meptof a national debt in the shortest time known 
to history, and in the simultaneous development of 
the industries of the country and the prosperity of 
the peopie on a scale without a parallel. Eight years 
ago, in amasterly public paper, James G, Blaine 
called attention to the revelations of the 
United States Census as to the net re- 
sults of the labor and savings of the American 
people under the system of a _ protective 
taritt. The “true value” of all the property in the 
United States, exciuding slaves, was set down in 
the census of 1860 at $14,000,000,000—that being 
what there wasto show for the toilof 250 years. 
With the success of the Kepublican Party that year 
the Kepublican protective policy which has since 
prevailed was introduced. In the census of 1880 
the true value of the property in the United States 
was set down as forty-four thousand millions of 
dollara—making an increase in these twenty years 
of Kepublican protection of thirty thousand mill- 
ions, or over douvle the entire growth 
in the previous 250 years. We are now 
able to carry the comparison -ten years 
further, through the disclosures of another decennial 
census. It appears that the property of the United 
States has been still further increased tn the last ten 
years by £14,000,000,000—making a total increase in 
the thirty years of Kepublican rule anda Kepublican 
protective tariff of #44,000,000,000, against the 
$14.000,000,000 earned in the previous 250 years ! 

Gur opponents join issue with us direoluly and posi- 
tively on the elfects of the present tariff. They deny 
that there has been any increase of prosperity under 
it, declare that wages have been reduced, and de- 
nounce our policy, saying, With a@ sneer, it fos- 
ters no industry se much as that of the 
Sheriff. It has been a fortunate circumstance for 
vn impartial public, which desires, above all, to as- 
certain the exact facts concerning such an assertion, 
thatin the regular Gourse of vheir official duty a 
pumber of Demvocratic officers have since been re 
quired to report the statistios in their several de- 
partments bearing upon this subject. Such reports 
have been made successively by the Commissioner 
of Labor Statistics, the Bank Commissioner and the 
Board of Equalization of the State of New-York, by 
the Chairman of the Savings Bank Commission and 
the Chief of the Bureau of Labor Statistics of Massa- 
chusetts, by the Commissioner of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics of New-Jersey, and by others. All these re- 
ports tend to show an increase during the year 1891, 
under the present tariff, in wages, in the value of 

roducts, in the deposits in savings banks or in 
Putiding and loan associations, and in the value of 
real and personal property as fixed for purposes, not 
of speculation, but of taxation. In the State of

The total values of our domestic exports 
the countries with which we have reciprocal treaties 
sin these have been in force down to Aug. 3i 
1892, amount to $104,406,516. The total values of 
our domestic exports to the same countries for the 
corresponding period of the year before these reci- 
procity treaties amounted to $31,837,232. The net 
value of the sham reciprocity, therefore, to the 
United States in this brief time and during its in. 
fanoy was $22,569, 254. 

it is obvious that the new trade thus opened, par- 
ticularly with our neighbors in Central and South 
America, is sure of a wide and far-reaching develop- 
ment. This trade lies at our doors and is with peo- 
ples naturally inclined to friendly commercial rela- 
tions with us through kindred interests and political 
aspirations. It involves largely the exchange of 
products peculiar in each country and needed by the 
other; itopens new markets ior our cereale and 
vast fields for the use of our machinery and manu- 
factures, apd it must naturally bring with italso an 
annual increase of miscellaneous business between nus 
and them outside the articles directly affected by the 
treaties. In short, it reclaims American business 
which should belong to us, but has heretofore crossed 
the Atlantic, and brings it to our ports. To abandon 
this system, which is absolutely equitable to both 
sides, which costs us nothing and which brings such 
results, would be madness, while to denounce it as 
a sham is as unpatriotic as it is untruthful. Itis for 
aed iy who are so generally beneliting by it al- 
ready, and who must see its promise for the future, 
to decide whether they should now intrust‘the care 
of it to the party which threatens the one and does 
the other. 

On the subject of the cnurrenoy, the issue between 
the Republican Party and its a is almost as 
—. defined as on the tariff. We demand that 
every dollar, paper, silver, or gold, shall be made and 
kept as good as any other dollar. Our oppo- 
nents, while professing the same _ desire, 
demand that the dational bank currency 
shall be broken down by the repeal of the 
10 per cent. tax on the issues of State banks. The 
lamented Gartield proudly claimed, in 1880, that our 
paper currency is now as national as the flag, 
and everywhere equal to coin. The _ proposal 
of our opponents is to sectionalize it again, 
and thus return to the State bank system 
under which it was rarely equal to coin, 
was often at a ruinous discount, and often worth. 
less. No human being ever lost a dollaror a cent 
by the note of a national bank, solvent or otherwise. 
The losses by State bank notes have been counted bys 
tens of millions, have touched all classes, and reached 
every corner of the country. It is true that the 
gradual payment of the Government bonds may re- 
quire-some change in the securities demanded as a 
guarantee for the national bank notes, The party 
which devised the system and made it a magnilicent 
success may be relied upon to meet that emergency 
when it arises; and the one party that assuredly could 
not be relied - a in the matter is the party which 
has now formaily proposed as its remedy for the 
difficulty a return to the semi-barbarous condition of 
the heterogeneous State bank issues before the war. 

There is good reason to hope for some practical 
union of effort fora common solution of the silver 
problem, with an increased use of silver, through 
the renewed [nternational Silver Conference, which 
the wise policy of the present Administration has se- 
oured from the leauing commercial nations of the 
world. But, in any event, the country has learned, 
in all such questions, to trust the tinancial skill and 
integrity of the Republican Party and to distrust its 
opponents. Tue Republican Party, in raising the 
funds for prosecuting the war forthe Union, in 
devising the national banking system, in resuming 
specie payments, in paying the debt, in providing 
Lhe great sums required fur giving just pensions to 
the soldiers, and in its whole policy for the past 
thirty years has shown the greatest financial ability 
and achieved the greatest financial successes attained 
during the century in any part of the world, and 
has, therefore, aright to claim the popular contidence 
now. The Democratic Party has opposed it in whole 
or in part at every one of these successful steps, and 
has encouraged in turn every financial heresy of the 
game period, from fiat money and the payment of the 
bouds in greenbacks to the substitution of State for 
national bank notes; and it has, therefore, no right 
to claim the popular confidence now on this subject. 

Itis a statement which no candid and competent 
business authority, whatever his political tenden- 
cies, can deny, that the adoption now of the policy 
avowed by our opponents in their declaration of 
principles as to the repeal of the present tariff, the 
passage of a tarill for revenue only, and the substi- 
tution of State bank for National currency would 
give an immediate and disastrous shock to business. 

But Weare sometimes tld that they do not mean 
what they say. If so, conld the people wisely in- 
trust power toa party which does not inean to keep 
its promises, and appeals for popular support with 
an admitted lie upon its lips! At other times we are 
told that their candidate neither believes their plat- 
form nor would dream of carrying it out, and that, 
therefore, there is no danger. We put nosuch asper- 
sion upon their candidate, To hold the nomination 
under such circumstances would be an act, not only 
of treachery to the party whose standard he bears, 
but of folly besides—since the country could not 
help seeing that an effort was in progress ito deceive 
it as to either the policy of the party or the purpose 
of the candidate. Above all things the American 
people like plain dealing, despise men who have not 
the courage of their convictions, and repudiate those 
who try to deceive them. It is impossible that any 
candidate in this contest can for one instant have 
intended to occupy a position so unworthy. 

Furthermore, the duty of carrying out the plain 

urpose decided by ap overwhelming majority in the 
Righest Democratic tribunal would devolve, not upon 
the President, but upon the Congress to be elected 
by this party, which promises the repeal or the pres- 
ent tariff, which demands a tariff for revenue only 
and pronounces any other unconstitutional, and pro- 
poses to abandon the national bank currency in favor 
of that issued by State banks. 

The danger has never before been so great. The 
Democratic Party haa often threatened tne peace or 
the prosperity of the country, but, within the mem- 
ory of this generation, it lias never had the power to 
carry out its purposes. As has been already remarked, 
when it had a President he was held in check by a 
Republican Congress, anid whena Democratic House 
of Kepresentatives was elected, 1t was still held in 
check by a Republican Senate. Not for one hour 
since March, $359, has the Democratic Party hau 
power to control the legislation and direct the 
policy of the United States Government. On 
the comparatively recept occasion when it 
elected the only President it has chosen 
since James Buchanan, it did not succeed 
in securing a majority in the Senate, and was there. 
fore quite unable to enact such legislation as is now 

roposed, Ithas been sometimes said: ** You pre- 
Bicted all manner of disasters when Mr. Cieveland 
was elected, but nothing happened.” A good many 
regretable things did happen; though the worst conid 
not, because the hands of the party were tied in Cun- 
gress. But the present political situation makes it 
plain to every observer that a Democratic victory in 
the States which they must now carry in order to 
elect a President would also insure them enough new 
Senators to reverse the present slender majority in 
the United States Senate. Ifthey electa President 
this time, they will clearly have both the House and 
the Senate, too, and will thus be placed in absolute 
control for the first time since 1859, with nothing to 
prevent their carrying out the threats they have 
made against both the present tarilf and the present 
currency. Itis as idle, therefore, as it is slanderous 
to say that there is no danger from the triumph of 
our opponents, since their candidate will refuse to 
carry out their principles. He could not, with 
credit, and he could not auyway, because the power 
would rest, not with him, but with Congress. 

These questions of tariifaud the currency are of 
vital and instant importance to the whole country 
and to allits people. The radical changes, amounting 
to an absolute reversal of policy, urged in this time 
of great prosperity and general contentment, would 
aifect the earnings of every factory, the wages or 
employment of every operative, the markets ol every 
farmer, the transactions of every business inan, and, 
in a word, the well-being of every citizen of the Re- 
public. The attempt to change this issue and divert 
attention from these pressing questions of the hour 
to an alleged Force bill scarcoly calls for notice. 
The very title of the bill referred to proclaimed its 
object w be to prevent the use of force at elections; 
it tated anyway, and the Southern white men who 
were lately its chief, as they were its most interest- 
ed, opponents, now begiu tv wish it revived, to pro. 
tect them from being themselves counted out of 
elections they have fairly won, a3 the other day in 
Alabama, by their own white feliow- Democrats. 

Itis well, however, to say that the denunciation 
in the Democratic platform of the principle that the 
Federal Government may supervise the election of 
Federal otlicere 1s grotesque. That principle has 
been long recognized; iv has been sustained by the 
courts; it now stands undisputed on the statute 
books, and it was enforced at recent elections by 
Grover Cleveland, then President of the United 
States, through his order of Oct, 5, 1886, to Mr. 
Garland, his Attorney General. 

But it is not to be disguised that the recent clamor 
against this principle, if it means anything, means a 
purpose to nullify the fourteenth and fifteenth 
articles of the Constitution of the United States. 

The revival of American shipping 1s a subject of 
great and growing importance. The Republican 
Party has taken successful steps to this end, and 
the resolutions of its convention only confirm its de- 
votion to a principle on which its practice has al- 
ready been wise and eflicient. The Democratic reso- 
lutions say nothing on the subject, and it is fair to 
say that the Democratic Party takes no interest in 
it. Ite only desire is that we should buy our ships 
abroad—just, as through the whole taritt contests, it 
wished us to buy our iron and cloths and cotton 
goods and glassware and pottery and tin abroad. 

In addressing to you, in accordance with usage, 
these observations, 1 have preferred to confine them 
to the questions of policy, of present and command- 
ing importance, on which the positions of the two 
parties are absolutely antagonistic, But [ take this 
opportunity to repeat my adhesion to the resolutions 
of your convention a8 a whole. 

‘Lhe Administration of President Harrison has been 
generally recognized as honest, able, and sate, Con- 
sidering the number of important subjects, of both 
foreign and domestic policy, 1t has been compelled to 
deal with, and the satisfaction that has attended the 
results, it may, indeed, be prouounced brilliantly 
successful. Abroad it has adjusted difticult questions 
with consideration for weak nations and with 
courteous but resolute firmness to the most pow- 
erful. it has protected the honor of the tag 
aud the-rights of our citizens; has preserveu 
the peace and secure! the further application 
of its principal of international arbitration; 
has removed long. standing prohibitions on 
unjust charges of unheaithfulness against our food 
products; has opened new markets with our neigh- 
bors and promoted a closer intercourse. At home 
it has refunded a portion of the remaining debt 
at the lowest rate ever commanded by any 
nation In the civilized world, has largely strength- 
ened and or our Lavy: has greatly en- 
largea the free list at our Custom Houses, 
and remitted over one hundred millions of 
duties on a single article in admitting sugar free. 
Not to enumeraté further, it may fairly be said that 
the present condition of the country and the general 
public contidence in the Administration combine to 
form the strongest protest against subject- 
ing the eople to the shock and necdlexs 
risk inevitable in such a change. A _ snd. 
den reversal of Olicy is not what either 
the suggestions of ordinary business prudence or the 
obvious and general contentment of the people call 


for. 

I believe your declaration of principles and your 
renomination of a prudent, spotiess, and successiul 
President will command the popular approval at tie 

olis, and will, under God, inure to the continued

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THE FAYERWEATHER ESTATE. 
REVIVAL BY THE WIDOW’S EXECUTORS 


OF A CONTEST BEGUN BY HER. 


The question of imposing the collateral in- 
heritance tax on the bequests made by the will 
of Daniel B. Fayerweather was to be argued 
yesterday before Surrogate Ransom. The tax 
would amount to about $150,000. Ex-Judge 
William H. Arnoux, who appeared for the ex- 
ecutors of the willof Mr. Fayerweather, asked 
that an adjournment be granted for three weeks 
on account of the revival by Mrs. Fayerweath- 


er’s executors of the action begun in the Su- 
preme Court by her four days before her death 
in July last to set aside Mr. Fayerweather’s 
will. Surrogate Ransom granted the request, 
William Blaikie, who appeared for Mrs. Fayer- 
weather's executors, making no objection. 

The action begun by Mrs. Fayerweather to 
upset her husbana’s will is now to be carried on 
by her exeoutors—Jobn B. Reynolds and Morris 
B. Beardsley of Connecticut. Judge Patterson, 
in the Supreme Court, Chambers, signed the 
necessary papers yesterday allowing the suit to 
be revived in the name of the executors. One 
ot the executors, Mr. Reynolds, is a brother-in- 
law of Mrs. Fayerweather, having married her 
sister, Miss Joyce. By the terms of Mr. Fayer- 
weather's will Miss Joyoe would have lost her 
interestin the estate by merrying. After the 
contest began in the Surrogaie’s Court the 
executors of the willin their deed disposing of 
the property absolutely given them by Mr. 
Fayerweather made provision for Miss Joyce, 
not to be affected by her marriage. 

By the will of Mr. Fayerweather Mrs. Fayer- 
weather was to have only $15,000 a year for 
her support and receive a small amount of 
money absolutely. Mrs. Fayerweather was 
dissatisfied and began a contest. The hearing 
on the contest went on before the Surrogate, 
but the contest was terminated by Mrs. Fayer- 
weather withdrawing her objections. This fol- 
Jowed the disposal by the executors of the part 
of the estate given them by Mr. Fayerweather. 
In the deed which they made the executors in- 
creased the yearly allowance of Mrs. Fayer- 
weather to $25,000. They also gave to her a 
large sum of money and made more liberal 
allowance than was inade in the will for her 
various relatives. The contest in the Surro- 
gate’s Court was ended in March, 1891. 

Objections have been made by Mrs. Fayer- 
weather’s executors to the first account filed by 
Mr. Fayerweather's executors with the Surro- 
gate. Scott Lord, the referee appointed by the 
Surrogate fo pass on the objections, held a 
hearing yesterday at his office. One of the 
Cee ay items objected to is the allowance of 

350,000 to the law firm of Arnoux, Ritch «& 
Woodford as counsel for the executors. Mr. 
Ritch of the firm is one of the executors.

FOR IMMIGRANTS TO ANSWER, 


OT 
QUESTIONS PREPARED FOR ALL SORTS 
OF WOULD-BE AMERICAN CITIZENS. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
steamship agents with Col. Weber, Superinten- 
dent of Immigration, was held yesterday after- 
noon to discuss ways and means of preventing 
undesirable immigration. It was decided to 


prepare a list of questions to be submitted by 
the local steamship agents in Europe to those 
who desire to come to this country. These 
questions are similar to those contained in the 
report of Col. Weber aud Dr. Kemster on the 
enforcement of the alien labor contract law. 

The immigrant will be compelled to sign 
copies of these questions, one of which will be 
ofticially handed to the immigration authorities 
when he reaches port. The other copy will be 
carried by the immigrant, and when he lands 
he will have this ready for the Immigration In 
spector. The questions include queries as to 
Cestination, whether the passage was paid 
through to the destination, and who furnished 
the money, and whether any foreign Govern 
ment or parish or charitable association aided 
the immigrant in purchasing passage. If the 
passage was prepaid in America, the name and 
aidress of the sender will have tobe stated. 
Furtker questions will ask whether the imm!- 
grant, or any of his relatives for him, have con 
tracted with any firm or corporation in Amer- 
ica to do work for it. 

Should such an agreement have been made, 
its nature and the name of the firm or corpora- 
tion making the contract will have to be given. 
Other questions refer to education, morals, 
health, and civil record. 





THE CLASSIS OF NEW-YORK, 
- - o> - — 
SEMI-ANNUAL SESSION IN THE MARBLE 
COLLEGIATE CHURCH. 


The Classis of New-York, consisting of the 
Dutch Reformed churohes in this city and on 
Staten Island, representing thirty-two places of 
worship in all, held its semi-annual session in 
the Marble Collegiate Church, Fifth Avenue 
and Twenty-ninth Street, yesterday. The 
Classis accepted the apportionment from the 
Synod of $6,700 as its sbare of the thirty-one- 
thousand-dollar debt incurred by the foreign 
mission work. 

By a vote of 27 yeas to 5 nays it was decided 
to accept the plan sent down by the General 
Synod, which met in June last, of federation 
with the German Reformed Church, technically 
known as the Reformed Church in the United 
States.

Edward McKinley put in 
notice of appearance for the defendant, the botice 
being on firm paper of Hays & Greenbaum. Judge 
Patterson yesterday denied the motion, saying: 
“From the condition of the papers it looks very 
muchas if it were a collusive suit. But as it may 
not be so, the plaintiff is allowed an opportunity to 
expiain.” 

—Judge Pryor, in the Superior Court yesterday, 
dismissed the complaint in the suit of Grace Grauwer 
for an absolute divorce from her husband, Dr. Frank 
Grauer, to Whom she was married in 1891, and from 
whom she separated two months later, the marriage 
having been one in name only. The evidence in the 
case was furnished mainly by detectives. Judge 
Pryor allowed the case to goon until all the testi- 
mony for Mrs. Grauer was in, and then ruled that it 
was insufficient to prove Dr. Grauer guilty. In dis- 
missiug the suit he refiected severely on the testi- 
mony of the detectives, saying that it would be 
highly improper to grant a divorce on such teati- 
mony.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 





CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Provisions were unsettled and 
moderately active, interest centring ohhiefly in Jan. 
uary deliveries of pork and lard, while ribs were rel- 
atively quiet. Advices of only 14,000 hogs at the 
yards, with ajfurther 5@100 advance tnere, were 
favorable to strength. As a result the opening was 
firm and at about the highest point of the day. 
The Oudahy- Wright combination haa plenty of brok- 
ersinthe pit quietly selling long property, and 
while this was quickly absorbed, it eventnally 
proved more than the market would stand and prices 
sagged 300 in pork and 1245@165c inflard. Toward the 
close there was a partial recovery. January pork 
closed 12440 lower at $13.10, after selling at $13.25, 
down to $12.95. Jannary lard ——_ at $7.323@ 
$7.47, and closed 7490 lower at $7.37490, with cash 
at $8.60@$38.65. October ribs were quiet and tirmly 
held, with sparing sales at $10.37492@$10.50. ‘he 
Anglo-American sold pork and Webb sola ribs, and 
buyers included Hately, Schwartz & Dupee, the 
Packing Company, and Lamson. Cash sales included 
225 tos sweet-picxied hams at 9%0 and 700,000 ip 
short ribs on private terms. The market for regular 
was about $10.37. 


It was a continuation of bear news in the wheat 
pit. Trade was narrow all day, and largely local in 
character, with @ smaller volume of speculative 
business to yield much even with the absence of 
supporting uews. Receipts here were 133 cars 
greater than expected, and the Northwest had about 
1,0U0 cars, With other primary markets a good sec. 
ondin the volume of receipts. But the crowd, ap. 
parently, was little affected by this, and out 
side of Bloom's long line of about - 1,00v,- 
000 bushels which oame out there was no 
pressure to sell. Clearances at the seaboard 
were small at 189,000 bushels and the amount on 
ocean passage increased 1,232,000 bushels for the 
week. Rainfall in the West served to break the 
drought, but the bearish effect of this was, perhaps, 
offset by the fact that the trade looks for de- 
creased deliveries from first hands in the near fut- 
ure. Pardridge wasa buyer on the soft spots; Kd- 
wards and Lester were on that side, and Kennett 
& Hopkins sold. December opened nearly steady, 
at 75%6, sold at 7540, and closed ‘6 
lower at 7550, paid and bid, with May 
at 80%0.

GETTING RID OF GARBAGE 


PART OF THE DUZY OF THE 
STREET-CLEANING DEPARTMENT. 


REPORT MADE BY THE SPECIAL COM- 
MITTEE ON THE FINAL DISPOSITION 
OF MATERIAL FROM THE STREETS— 
FILLING IN OF RIKER’S ISLAND 
STRONGLY RECOMMENDED. 


The Special Committee, Controller Myers and 
President Barker of the Tax Department, ap- 
pointed by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to report some plan for the final dis- 
position of material of the Street-Cleaning De- 
partment, yesterday submitted a report. It 
Was laid over without discussion. The report in 


part is as follows: 


Apart from all economic considerations, the neces- 
sity of keeping the waters of New-York Bay anpol- 
luted by highly objectionable material would, in our 
Opinion, alone be suillicient to condemn the present 
system as primitive and unworthy of the adminis- 
tration of a great metropolis. « * * The report of 
the Mayor's Advisory Commission seems to have 
solved oy! ppp of cleaning the streets. We be- 
lieve that it is as much the duty of the Commissioner 
of Street Cleaning to make a satisfactory tinal dis- 
position of this material as it is to provide for its 
collection and removal from the streets. 

From the report of the Advisory Committee it ap- 

ars that the material deposited in the dumps by 

he Department of Street Cleaning is composed of 
the following constituents: 
Per Cent. 
Ashes, 62 per cent. 
Garbage, 12 per-cent. 
Street sweepings 
i in. ice keepababandn insane 


Of these component parts, garbage alone offers ob- 
Stacles toa cleanly and economical method of final 
disposition. It follows, therefore, that at some time 
in the process of collection or disposition garbage 
must be separated from all other material This may 
be done in one of two ways: By householders, be- 
fore collection by the carts of the Department of 
Street Cleaning, or by some mechanical system of 
separation at the dumps. Séveral plans for etfect- 
ing the latter method have been presented to your 
committee, and in view of the fact that garbage 
forms less than one-eighth of the total material col- 
leoted it would seem that there should be no serious 
obstacles in the way of ite successful operation: We 
are informed that in Bostou it has been the custom 
four some time for the municipal authorities to col- 
lect garbage ~goy! and to transform it by a 
scicatific wethod into fertilizing matertal, whict: is 
eageriy soucht after by the inhabitants of surround. 
ing farms and villages, by which means its final 
disposition is mado to yield a substantial revenue to 
the city. In Brooklyn garbage is also collected sep- 
arately, witha fair measure of success, thongh it 
does not appear to be finally disposed of to any pe- 
cuniary advantage. Among other large cities where 
garbage is removed separately from ashes may be 
mentioned Baltimore, Washington, Philadelphia, 
and Buffalo. In New-Haven the authorities do not 
either collect or remove ashes or gatfbagé. The 
ashes and garbage are separated by householders, 
who engage private parties to remove them. What- 
ever method may be finally adopted for disposing of 
garbage, your committee believes that its separation 
from ashes by householders has been proved to be 
entirely practicable, and may be put in force as soon 
as the city authorities sce fit to promulgate an order 
to that effect. No additional legislation ie necessary 
on this subject. 

We have been in receipt of a large mass of corre- 
spondence on the subject of the cremation of gar- 
bage, all of which has been filed with the clerk of the 
board for your consideration. Among the many 
achen:.es proposed, several have seemed to us likely 
of suecess. This question, however, is of such im.- 
portance, that with the limited time at our disposal 
it has not been déemed advisable to commit the city 
authorities to any particular plan, even to the extent 
of arecommendation on our part, and it is beheved 
that no conclusion should be reached on this subject 
withont such a thorough scientific investigation as 
may be Commensurate with its importance. The 
cremation of garbace may be, and we believe will be, 
an accomplised fact in the near future, It is possi- 
ble, however, that as appiied to the needs of a great 
city lixe New-York, it will be many years before a 
thoronghly satisfactory system can be successtully 
put into operation. We have been led to the consid- 
eration of a plan by which an amelioration of the 
present condition may be accomplished, believing at 
the same time that we are furthermore warranted 
in recommending that the subject of cremation be 
left for the present, at least, in abeyance, since a 
plan presents itseif which offers, if need be, for 
mauy years to come a practical solution of the whole 
question, offering every advantage on the soorea of 
safety to the public health and economy, and which, 
obviating all the nuisances above referred to, might 
well be put in practice until the time comes when a 
permanent system of garbage cremation may be 
finally decided upon, We refer to the filling in of 
lands under water in the vicinity of New-York. 

The experience of the past shows that while the 
city has derived but little benefit from the utilization 
of the material of the Street-Cleaning Department, 
privateowners have availed themselves of its ad. 
Vantages with great profit. 

The opportanity now presents itself to utilize this 
material to great advantage for filling in lands under 
water owned by the city. In 184 the City of New- 
York bought Riker’s Island. consisting of 87% 
acres, for $180,000, and in 1885, by act of the Legis- 
lature, the State uf New-York granted to the City of 
New-York land under water surrounding that isl- 
and, and incinded in a twelve-foot contour line, with 
the right to crib in, fill up, and make additional 
dry land to the extent of 394 acres more, 
The average distance of towage involved in the 
matter of transportation to Riker'’s Island is 
less than one-half of that involved in the system now 
ase Riker’s Island is a point accessible on cach 
tide. 

Complaints of severe weather and thé straying of 
boats and sinking of tugs at sea while conveying 
material to the damping-ground wonld not be heard, 
and the necessity of piling up and accumulating this 
material, with the resulting extra expense of re- 
handling, so frequently occasioned by bad weather, 
would be entirely obviated, Itis estimated that the 
saving which would be effected by the adoption of 
Riker’s Island as a place of final disposition would 
amount to nearly $180,000 per annum, or 
$613,711.90 during the period necessary for tilling in 
these lands under water. 

In order to ascertain the full extent of the benefit 
which the city would derive from this plan, how- 
ever, itis necessary to take into consideration the 
net increase in value of city property resulting from 
the making of 394 acres of upland, and on this point 
we beliove the following estimates will most clearly 
demonstrate the practicability of the idea: 

The totallength of the proposed twelve-foot con- 
tour line areund the island is 21,036 Lineal feet. The 
cost of cribwork isabont $40 per Lineal foot and of 
rip-rap about $83. The use of rip-rap is probably 
preferable. not only in saving of cost of some $147,- 
252, but because by its use the inconvenience and 
expense attendant upon the decay tu which cribwork 
is subject are avoidable.

The chief advantage in utilizing Riker’s Island for 
this purpose is that no separation of ashes from gar- 
bage would be necessary during the time when the 
question of selecting the most etticacivus method for 
such separation nay be under advisement, and that 
the work may be carried on in such @ manner that if 
some definite system of separation and garbage cre- 
mation may be finally decided upon, the work of fill- 
ingin Riker’s Island, once accomplished, the city 
will bo at once free to avail itself of the most desira- 
vile system, witha most practicable benefit already 
secured, 

The filling in of Riker’s Island has already re- 
ceived the approval of the municipal authorities, in- 
asinuch a6 the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment has heretofore authorized the Department of 
Street Cleaning to expend the sum of $50,000 for 
the purpose of building a crib around Riker’s Island, 
but the action of the board does not seem to have 
been followed by the Commissioner of Street Clean- 
ing, andthe money thus appropriated was subse- 
quently used for another purpose. 

We have given the method of handling and remov- 
ing this material careful consideration. The Mayor's 
Advisory Commission recommended that the final 
disposition be made by contract. 

We recommend that the Dock Department be 
requested to prepare plans and estimates for the 
wuilding around Riker’s Island in sections of an in- 
closure of either rip-rap or cribwork, as in their 
judgment may be more desirable or economical, in 
accordance with the recommendations of this re- 
port. In case additional help should be required 
and it should be deemed practicable to utilize any 
of the labor of those committed to the care of tle 

‘ Commissioners of Charities and Correction, as was 
done in the matter of the east end of Blackwell's 
Is!and, the Commissioner of Street Cleaning could 
go arrange with the Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction.

AN IMBECILE IN OOURT. 
sciiadadppiins 
TRIAL OF THE MAN WHO KILLED 
HIS SISTER’s BETRAYER. 


Edward Divins, the young man who shot and 
killed Max Olerget on June 27 in Part I., Court 
of Genéral Séséions, to avenge an outrage 
which had been committed upon his halt- 
witted sister, was placed on trial for murder in 
the first degree before Recorder Smyth yester- 
day. The case will be finished to-day. 

Divins, since the day he shot Clerget, has 
bs3en confined in the Tombs, where the practical 
isolation from human association bas unbal- 
anced his mind. To-day he is an imbecile. His 
mind, always weak, long ago gave way to the 
constant contemplation of his situation, and 
now he cannot comprehend the simplest qués- 


tions. He follows his keeper around more like 
a faithful dog than a human being. 

In the crowded courtroom yesterday Divins 
was an object of great curiosity. During his 
imprisonment his jet black hair has grown long 
and shaggy, and a scrubby black beard, iu con- 
trast to his sallow skin, gives to his face and 
head a villainous appearance. His eyes express 
no human intelligence whatever, and during the 
trial he sat motionless in the prisoner's iron 
cage with his head upon his breast, altogether a 
pitiable object. 

The selection of the jury required but a com- 
paratively short time. The defense refused to 
accept any one who was not married and did not 
have adaughter. The prosecution was satistied 
with any juror who could satisfactorily answer 
the statutory questions. 

Assistant District Attorney Macdona, who ap- 
peared for the prosecution, said that the de- 
fense would be insanity, but the fact that Div- 
ins, who never before carried a loaded weapon, 
had early on that day purchased a revolver, 
stationed himself at a point where he could 
shoot Clerget, and then after it was all over 
rationally explained his motive ior the deed, 
showed sufficient premeditation and delibera- 
tion to constitute a case of murder. 

James J. Collier, an officer in Part I., Court of 
General Sessions, testified that it was his duty 
to stand at the rear end of the gangway in the 
courtroom and take the prisoners to the bar. 
He then told the story of the shooting of Max 
Clerget. After Diving had been overpowered 
Colliet said he asked him: 

“Why did you kill this man?” 

«“ He ruined my sister,” answered Divins hys- 
terically. 

Lawyer Jacob Levy, who had been assigned 
to defend the prisoner, made an opening ad- 
dress in which he advanced the pleaof inean- 
ity. In support of this theory he summoned 
John Armstrong and twoof Divins’s former 
companions to testify thaf he had always been 
of weak mind, subject to fits and a general dis- 
play of mental weakness. At the conclusion of 
— an adjournment was taken until 
to-day.

CAUGHT A COSTUME

ONE OF REDFERN’S AGENTS COMPELLED 
TO MAKE A CONFESSION. 


Mathilde Sabail,a Frenchwoman in the em- 
ploy of Redfern, the London costumer, was 
taken to the Custom House yesterday under ar- 
rest on a charge of smuggling. She arrived 
here Sept. 8 on the City of New-York. Her 
trunks contained very valuable dresses of the 
latest fashion. One of them was removed to 
the Public Stores for examination and she went 
to the Hotel Martin. After a few days the 
trunk was passed by the appraisers upon her 
affidavit that she was @ wealthy woman travel- 
ing for pleasure and that she had come to this 
country to visit the World's Fair, and the 
trunk was delivered at her hotel. The same day 
she sent it to Redfern’s, on Fifth Avenue, where 
the dresses in it were put on sale. She also 
took up ber own residence there and appeared 
to be connected with the establishment. A re- 

ortof this performance reached the Custom 

ouse, and Col. Traitteur, Special Inspector, 
Was put upon the case. Her arrest was made 
through him. 

When she was taken to the Custom House 
yesterday and confronted with the proofs 
against her she made a full confession. She 
said Kedfern had given her #55 with which to 
pay the duties in case she could not get the 
goods through, Although she did not directly 
admit it, it was understood thatshe had taken 
this money simply for protection, and in case 
she had to deliver it over to the customs author- 
ities, it would be deducted from her salary. She 
said she had returned the money as s00n as she 
delivered the goods at Kedfern’s, and this atate- 
ment was veritied. | ; 

The customs Officials believe that shortiy she 
would have gone back to Europe had she 
escaped detection, and would have soon reap- 
peared with other gowns from the same estab- 
lishment in hope of again passing the customs 
barriers. They say that there are many women 
engaged in this kind of specuiation, and that 
some of them succeed remarkably well, although 
detection ultimately is apt to result. The case 
of the Sabail woman was turned over to a 
United States Commissioner.
